WASHINGTON, Aug 3, 
(Agencies): Human error and 
not a highly sophisticated 
radar system was responsible 
Tor the shooting down of an 
airliner with 290 people 
aboard over the Gulf m July, 
according to US news 
reports. 

US defence officials confirmed 
these reports. 

The defence officials said the 
Navy report, which could be a 
major embarrassment to the 
U oiled States, was still under 
study by the US Central Com- 
mand in Tampa and had not yet 
been forwarded to the military 
joint Chiefs of Staff and Defence 
Secretary Frank Carlucd. 

Disaster 

“The report concludes ~ that 
human error was primarily resr 
ponsible for the disaster," the 
ABC network said yesterday. 

Iran Air Flight 655 was shot 
down by the LIS cruiser Vincen- 
nes on July 3, killing all 290 on 
board.

concluded that the complex 
Aegis radar missile targeting sys- 
tem on the one-billi on-doll ar 
ship performed well. 

The ship's commander, Cap- 
tain Will Rogers, ordered a mis- 
sile attack on the plane after he 
was told it was descending 
toward the ship with the high 
speed of an attacking American- 
built F-14 fighter plane, US 
officials have said. 

Altitude 

But ABC quoted the Navy 
report as saying computer 
records show the Aegis system 
accurately determined the Iran- 
ian plane was climbing, not des- 
cending toward the ship, and was 
flying far slower than the 450 
nautical miles per hour of an 

F-14. 

The New York Times, citing 
unnamed Defence Department 
officials, said the inquiry found 
the Aegis data was misinter- 
preted as a result of the psy- 
chological stress of being in com- 
bat for the first time. 

The newspaper said inves- 
tigators concluded that tension 


aboard the ship was high at the 
time because the crew had just 
engaged Iranian attack boats. 

The ship was on high alert 
after intelligence reports warned 
of possible terrorist attacks on 
US targets during the July 4th 
holiday weekend, the paper said. 

It said the crew of the Vincen- 
nes had never before been in bat- 
tle. 

Details including airspeed and 
altitude do not show 
automatically on the main Aegis 
radar screen but must be called 
up separately on a smaller screen 
by one of the officers operating 
the system,' ABC said. 

Until now US speculation had 
focussed on the Apgjs system as 
the likely cause of the inaccurate 
information, with congressional 
critics saying there were several 
failures during tests of the sys- 
tem. 

Meanwhile a five-man delega- 
tion from the International Gvil 
Aviation Organisation is in the 
southern Iranian dty of Bandar 
Abbas to. investigate the shoot- 
ing down of the Iran Air jetliner, 
according to Iranian press 
reports today.

BAGHDAD, Aug 3, (Reuter): 
Iraq said its jets attacked two 
targets in Iran today in the latest 
Iraqi military action since 
Tehran accepted a ceasefire last 
month. 

“Our warplanes achieved two 
heroic operations to destroy the 
economic mainstays which sup- 
port the Iranian enemy war 
effort,” a military spokesman 
said. 

Iran reported earlier that Iraqi 
jets raided "industrial-labour 
units” in the provinces of 
Bushehr and Kbuzestan. 

The Iraqi spokesman said the 
jets staged successful and des- 
tructive raids against a pumping 
slatiqp and the Kangan gas plant 
under construction on the main- 
land near Lavan island in the 
southern Gulf. 

Suspend 

Iraqi jets previously raided 
Kangan on June 30, killing 12 • 
South Korean workers and 
wounding 4S. The South Korean 
company building the plant sus- 
pended work and pulled out the 
rest of its workers after that raid. 

The Ir£qi spokesman denied 
an Iranian report that an Iraqi jet

had been shot down during the 
raids today. 

Iraq staged the raids while its 
Foreign Minister, Tareq Aziz, 
was in New York for talks with 
UN Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar on a ceasefire 
resolution. 

The UN chief is holding 
separate talks with Iranian 
Foreign Minister Ali Akbar 
Velayati, whose country accep- 
ted the Security Council resolu- 
tion on July 18. 

The talks are stalled by a dis- 
pute over direct talks, which Iraq 
says must precede a ceasefire. 
Iran says the ceasefire must come 
first. 

Ramadan 

Iraqi First Deputy Prime Min- 
ister Taha Yassin Ramadan said 
in Jordan today that any UN 
move to set a ceasefire date 
before direct talks between the 
combatants would damage 
peace prospects. 

Asked how Iraq would view a 
ceasefire call by Perez de Cuellar 
before agreement on direct talks, 
he told Jordan's official news 
agency Petra: "Such a step would

Ship sinks in the Gulf 


MANAMA, Aug 3, (AP): A 
small cargo vessel flying the 
United Arab Emirates flag 
exploded and sank outside the 
Strait of Hormuz early today. 
Gulf-based shipping executives 
reported. 

The 1,870-ton Fatima was 
loaded with gas bottles destined 
for Karachi, Pakistan, and the. 
shipping executives said an 
onboard explosion sunk the ves- 
sel. 

The executives said they 
believed the gas bottles exploded 
because of the heat, which can 
soar up to 130 degrees Fahren- 
heit (56 degrees Centigrade) in 
the Gulf of Oman, where the 
incident occurred. 

Plucked 

The executives said that the 
Greek captain and eight Asian 
seamen were plucked from the 
water by helicopters from the 
French missile destroyer Du 
Chay la, which was in the vicini ly. 
The Du Chayla is part of the fleet, 
around the French aircraft 
carrier Clemenceau. 

The crew escaped with minor 
injuries, according to the reports 
from the shipping executives, 
speaking on condition they not 
be named. 


In Paris, the French Defence 
Ministry issued a statement con- 
firming the Du Chayla picked up 
seven crew members and said one 
was injured. It did not describe 
the injury. 

The French statement said the 
Fatima issued a distress call, and 
said the call was also heard by the 
USS Vincennes. The Vincennes 
is the US Navy Aegis-type 
cruiser that shot down an Iranian 
Airbus with 290 people on board 
on July 3. 

Escorting 

“The Du Chayla, which was 
escorting the aircraft carrier 
Clemenceau in the Gulf of 
Oman, arrived on the scene, 
when the cargo vessel was half- 
submerged," the statement said. 

lire ship sank about 30 miles 
(48 kms) off Oman in the Gulf of 
Oman and about 50 miles (80 
kms) northeast of the port of 
Khor Fakkan. 

Earlier, the shipping sources 
said they did not exclude the pos- 
sibility that the vessel hit a mine. 
Bui reports from the rescued 
crewman taken the port of 
Fujairah in the United Arab 
Emirates later indicated the 
explosion was caused by the gas 
bottles, the sources said. 


ISLAMABAD, Aug 3. 
(KUNA): A Pakistani opposi- 
tion politician has challenged in 
Lahore High Court President 
Zia-iil-Huq's decision to hold 
general elections on Nov 16. 

M.D. Tahir in his writ peti- 
tion, filed with Justice Khalil-ur- 
Rehman, pleads that the 
presidential measure is uncon- 
stitutional because the gap bet- 
ween the dissolving of the 
Parliament and holding of elec- 
tions is 172 days which is more 
than what is prescribed in the 
constitution. 

Tahir argued that the constitu- 
tion bound the President to hold 
fresh elections within 90 days of 
the dissolution of the 
Parliament 

Zia dissolved the National 
Assembly on May 29 which 
means that the elections should 
be held on Aug 28, Tahir said. 

The order of the President 
should be declared illegal and in 
violation of the constitution, the 
petitioner asserted. 

The hearing of the case has 
been fixed for Aug 28. 

Binds 

The government says that the 
constitution binds the President 
to only announce the date of new 
elections within 90 days of the 
dissolution of the National 
Assembly and not to bold them 
in that period. 

As such when he announced 
the date ou July 20 be was well 
within the prescribed time 
because only 53 days had elapsed 
from the dissolution. 

Another petition is expected to 
be filed in a superior court 
challenging Zia's decision to 
hold elections on a partyless 
basis. 

According Vo reports Benazir 
Bhutto, the chief of the Pakistan 
Peoples Party will file the peti- 
tion in either the Supreme Court 
in Rawalpindi or one of the four 
provincial high courts. 


Way for Kuwait 
arms deal cleared 

WASHINGTON, Aug 3, 
(Reuter): The Reagan adminis- 
tration has reached an accord 
with Congress that clears the way 
for a SI. 9 billion arms sale to 
Kuwait, key members of the US 
House of Representatives said 
today. 

Under the agreement delivery 
of 40 F-18 warplanes and 
Maverick missiles wfll be stret- 
ched out and Kuwait will return 
its current A-4 aircraft on a one- 
for-one basis as the F-18s are 
delivered, according to 
Democratic representatives 
Lawrence Smith and Mel Levine.

Supreme Court frees third defendant 

Convictions of two in 
Indira murder upheld 


NEW DELHI, Aug. 3 (UPI): 
India's highest court today 
upheld death sentences of two 
Sikhs found guilty in the Oct 
1 984 assassinati on ofPrime Mi n- 
isier Indira Gandhi, but overtur- 
ned the conviction of a third- 
defendant. 

The Supreme Court decision 
prompted authorities to declare 
a security alert across northern 
India to prevent retaliatory 
attacks by Sikh extremists who 
have killed more than 1 ,800 peo- 
ple this year in their fight for 
independence for Punjab state. 

Officials said security forces 
were ordered to increase night 
patrols and vehicle checks. 

A three-judge Supreme Court 
panel took only two minutes to 
deliver its decisions on appeals 
by Satwant Singh, Kehar Singh 
and Balbir Singh of their convic- 
tions and death sentences in the 
Oct 31, 1984, assassination of 
Mrs Gandhi. 

The judges refused to reverse 
the convictions of Satwant Singh 
and Kehar Singh, but upheld the 
appeal of Balbir Singh, declaring 
he "should be set at liberty forth- 
with." 

Findings 

The panel declined to reveal in 
the packed courtroom the 
reasons for its findings. 

In separate, concurring writ- 
ten decisions released later, the 
judges said prosecutors had 
adequately supported their cases 
against Satwant Singh and 
Kehar Singh. 

“It is one of the rarest of rare 
cases in which the extreme pen- 


alty is called for,” wrote Justice 
B.C. Ray in his ruling. 

The tribunal, however, agreed 
that prosecutors failed to prove 
“beyond a reasonable doubt" 
their charges against Balbir 
Singh- 

“The judgement shows the 
hollowness of the prosecution 
case,” contended Rani Jeth- 
mal ani, one of Balbir Singh's 
lawyers. 

Satwant Singh and Kehar 
Singh have one month' to seek 
reconsideration of their cases by 
the Supreme Court, After that 
their final recourse to escape 
execution by hanging would be 
an appeal for mercy to President 
Ramaswamy Venkataraman. 
Petition 

The execution date would be 
set by jail authorities. 

Kehar Singh's son, Rajrader, 
said a review petition for his 
father would be filed with the 
Supreme Court “and if that does 
not help, we will move a mercy 
petition to the President” 

It was not known if Satwant 
Singh would take the same 
course. 

None of the defendants was 
present to hear the decision, but 
relatives of Balbir Singh jumped 
and cheered outside the courth- 
ouse on learning of his reprieve. 

The trio on Jan 22, 1986, was 
convicted after a nine-month 
trial on charges of murder and 
conspiring to kill Mrs Gandhi to 
avenge a June 1984 Army assault 
on heavily armed Sikh separat- 
ists occupying the Golden Tem- 
ple of Amritsar. 


V.P. Singh to lead 
new opposition party 


NEW DELHI, Aug. 3, (UPI): 
The leaders of four centrist 
opposition groups today over- 
came a major hurdle In their bid 
to unite against Prime Minister 
Rajiv Gandhi, agreeing on for- 
mer Fi nance Minister V. P. Singh 
as the head of a proposed new 
party. 

The agreement was announ- 
ced by Haryana state Chief Mini- 
ster Devi Lai, leader of the Lok 



Samajwadi Janata Dal (SJD) 
(Socialist People's Party) by the 
middle of August 

The other three groups are the 
Janata Party, the Congress (S) 
Party — a splinter faction of 
Rajiv’s Congress (I) Party — and 
‘Singh’s Jan Morcha (People’s 
Front). 

The four organisations 
announced last week they were 
working on a plan to merge in 
order lo confront Rajiv in gen- 
eral elections that must be held 
before the end of the next year. 

Unification 

Lai. in a statement issued to 
reporters, said leaders of the 
groups had agreed to make Singh 
the president of the new party, 
ending a leadership dis- 
agreement, just one of a number 
of serious obstacles to unifica- 
tion. 

The bickering had raised fears 
that the efforts to form the new 
party would fail. 

Lai's statement said the SJD's

vice-president would be Rama- 
krishna Hegde, the Janata Party 
chief minister of southern Kar- 
nataka state, and its general 
secretary would be Ajit Singh, 
who is currently the Janata Party 
president. 

“The decision has been wel- 
comed. but some opposed it and 
are not happy about it,” Ajit 
Singh said. "It is expected in a 
democratic polity. We have been 
the prime mover of opposition 
unity.” 

Singh is widely perceived as 
the only opposition wader capa- 
ble of leading a serious general 
election challenge to Rajiv’s 
party. 

The focus of opposition hopes 
since he trounced his Congress 
(I) party opponent in a crucial 
parliamentary by-election in 
June, Singh had asserted that he 
favoured a collective leadership 
for the SJD to ensure a voice for 
each of component groups. 


PLO cautiously 
welcomes 
Hussein’s move 


BAGHDAD, Aug 3, (Agencies): 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion officials today cautiously 
welcomed Jordan's decision to 
cut legal ties with Lhe Israeli-held 
West Bank, saying it placed 
Israel and the United States 
“face to face" with the PLO. 

But they expressed scepticism 
about Jordan's intention, saying 
King Hussein might be trying to 
pressure Palestinians into 
reliance upon Jordan. 

“We are dealing with it on the 
basis it is a positive step on the 
part of Jordan," said a senior 
PLO official who insisted he not 
be further identified. 

" Also we are dealing with it on 
the basis of removing from our 
minds the Jordanian intentions 
behind this step — whether it is 
pressure or not.” be added, echo- 
ing doubts expressed by other 
PLO officials attending leader- 
ship talks here. 

Favour 

Hussein announced oveT the 
weekend that be was severing 
administrative and legal lies with 
the West Bank — the portion of 
Palestine he ruled from 1948 
until Israel captured it in 1967. 

He said he was stepping aside 
in favour of the PLO, and called 
for an independent Palestinian 
state. 

The senior PLO official said 
Hussein's action "cancelled the 
Jordanian option" advocated by 
some American and Israeli 
officials who favour returning 
the West Bank to Jordan in 
exchange for peace rather than 
allowing a Palestinian state. 

“It pul the Americans and the 
Israelis face to face with the 
Palestinians,” the PLO official 
said. 

Renewed 

He also said it should lead to a 
renewed PLO agreement with 
Jordan "because we are still com- 
mitted to the idea of a confedera- 
tion" between a Jordanian and 
Palestinian state. 

PLO leaders devoted much of 
four days of meetings here to 
discuss Hussein's move, but they 
decided to avoid immediate 
public comment. 

The PLO central council called 


for an extraordinary session of 
the PLO's parliament in exile, the 
Palestine National Council, to 
discuss the Jordanian action as 
well as the Palestinian uprising in 
the occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. 

A PLO delegation is due to 
visit Jordan soon lo discuss the 
issue and prepare for a visit by 
PLO chairman Yasser Arafat, 
whose relations with Jordan 
have been strained since Hussein 
broke off talks with him in mid- 
1986. 

The senior PLO official 
indicated Jordan's action might 
prompt new PLO diplomatic 
activity, saying it has 
“accelerated Palestinian think- 
ing regarding realistic political 
initiatives." 

He declined to specify what 
steps might be taken. 

He attributed Jordan's action 
to the pro-PLO uprising on the 
West Bank, during which “Jor- 
danian institutions in the 
occupied territories were ren- 
dered valueless.” 

He also said it was due lo the 
May Algiers Arab summit, 
which "referred to the PLOas the 
sole legi timate represen ta live (of 
the Palestinians) without refer- 
ring to any relations with Jor- 
dan." 

But he termed it “a pressure 
tactic" rather than “a strategic 
decision" by Jordan. 

Passports 

"Those who advised King 
Hussein to take this step did not 
realise to what extent we would 
benefit,” he said, referring to 
palace advisers allegedly hostile 
to the PLO. 

“If they have the illusion that 
the PLO will kneel, I would like 
to assure them the PLO will not 
kneel," he said. 

Jordan is the primary financial 
avenue for the 800.000 West 
Bank Palestinians. Most hold 
Jordanian passports and many 
receive Jordanian salaries. 

But the PLO official said he 
believed Jordan would not cut 
salaries, withdraw passports or 
lake other steps which could be 
seen as “a punishment of the

Red Square pilot 
Rust released 


MOSCOW, Aug 3, (Agencies): 
Mathias Rust, the West German 
pilot whose landing in Red 
Square shook up the Soviet 
Defence Ministry, was freed 
from prison today and expelled 
to his home country, the Tass 
news agency said. 

The news agency reported that 
Rust "has just taken a flight from 
Moscow to the Federal Republic 
of Germany.” 

It did not say which flight he 
took, but he apparently was on 
board an Airbus A300 of the 
West German airline Lufthansa 
that had been waiting at Mos- 
cow's Sheremetyevo airport. 
There was no immediate word 
from reporters at the airport that 
the plane had taken off. 

Tass said the Presidium of the 
Supreme Soviet, the country's 
highest executive body, decreed 
earlier in the day that the 20- 
year-old Rust “be freed from fur- 
ther servi ng his term and expelled 
from the Soviet Union." 

Tass said it would also run an 
interview with the young pilot. 

Positive 

In Bonn, an official spokes- 
man quoted Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl as saying Rust’s release was 
"a positive gesture in view of my 
visit to Moscow," which is 
scheduled for October. 

Rust's mother Monika was 
oveijoyed at the news of her son ’s 
release. 

“I am happy, simply happy 
that Mathias is coming home," 
she said, between accepting 
bouquets of flowers from neigh- 
bours. 

Tass accused Rust of an 
“unprecedented act of hooligan- 
ism in the air." as he approached 
Moscow on May 28, 1987. near 
the air corridor used by inter- 
national flights approaching 
Sheremetyevo airport. 

He was found guilty Sept 4, 
1987, of illegally entering the 
Soviet Union, violating inter- 
national flight rules and 



. malicious hooliganism, and sen- 
tenced to four years in a Soviet 
labour camp. 

However, he remained incar- 
cerated in Moscow’s Lefortovo 
prison. 

“Having served just over a 
quarter of the term to which he 
was sentenced by the court, 
Mathias Rust was released. The 
Soviet Union has shown its 
humaneness again," Tass said. 

Nikolai Ignatiev, a freelance 
Soviet photographer working 
for the West German magazine 
Stern, told reporters at 
Sheremetyevo airport that he 
had seen Rust driven up to the 
departure hall in an orange-and- 
whjte van at about 6:20 pm ( 1420 
GMT). 

Rust's dramatic flight shook 
the foundation of Soviet security 
and prompted the ouster of 
Defence Minister Sergei Sokolov 
and Air Defence chief Alexander 
Koldunov. 

Soviet jets scrambled to inter- 
cept Rust’s light plane when it 
was detected crossing into Soviet 
airspace, but no action was taken 
to halt the flight and apparently 
no word of warning about the 
incident was sent forward to 
Moscow.

Gesture of mass defiance in S, Africa 

Whites refuse Army service 


JOHANNESBURG, Aug 3. 
(Reuter): Scores of young white 
South Africans publicly refused 
today to report for compulsory 
military service in a gesture of 
mass defiance that could earn 
them up to six years in jail. 

At secretive press conferences 
in four cities 143 men, mainly 
professionals and sLudents. 
simultaneously announced they 
would not serve because they saw 
the Army as an instrument of 
unjust race policies. 

“We believe that the South 
African defence force helps to 
uphold the system of apartheid." 
they said in a joint statement. 

Last month a court sentenced 
25-year-old law student David 
Bruce to the maximum six years' 
imprisonment for refusing

Planet found 
orbiting 
distant star 

BALTIMORE, Aug 3, (AP): A 
group of astronomers making 
routine measurements on a 
star have found the first con- 
firmed evidence of a planet 
orbiting a star other than our 
own sun. 

David W. Latham, who led the 
team that made the discovery, 
said the planet is 30,000 times 
larger than the earth and 
probably lifeless because it 
would have a surface tem- 
perature of hundreds of 
degrees. 

“It's much holler than an oven,” 
said Latham. “This is not a 
jjlace you would look for 

The planet is so close to its star 
LhaL it orbits once every 84 
days, Latham said. Mercury, 
the planet closest to the sun, 
has an orbit of 87 days. 

Latham will report on the dis- 
covery at the 20th general 
assembly of the International 
Astronomical Union in Bal- 
timore. 

Latham and his team found the 
planet while running ins- 
trument tests on a star called 
KD 1 14762. He said the star 
was one of a group called 
“candidate standard stars” 
that astronomers have been 
measuring for years to establ- 
ish the characteristics of basic 
star types.

Angola and Cuba have 
previously proposed a Cuban 
withdrawal over four years. The 
Cuban troops are supporting the 
Angolan government against 
South African-backed Unita 
rebels. 

Cuba said South Africa could 
not make Namibian indepen- 
dence conditional on the termin- 
ation of Angolan aid to the 
ANC, nor could it demand that 
restrictions be imposed on the 
activities of black nationalist 
Namibian guerrillas. 

This would convert the 
Angolan government into a 
“gendarme of the aspirations of 
apartheid,” Cuba said. 


The Geneva talks are the 
fourth round of four-nation talks 
aimed at securing the withdrawal 
of the Cuban troops and 
independence for Namibia, 
which Pretoria rules in defiance 
of the United Nations. 

Cuba accused South Africa of 
breaking a confidentiality 
agreement in force at the talks. 

In an implied criticism of 
South Africa, US Assistant 
Secretary of State Chester 
Crocker, who is mediating, 
urged all parties today to respect 
secrecy surrounding the talks. 

Asked if South Africa had 
broken the ground rules by mak- 
ing the announcement, Crocker 
told reporters: “We certainly are 
going to stick with the ground 
rules of talking at the table rather 
than in public and we would urge 
all parties to do so.” 

Crocker refused to comment 
when asked if Pretoria's surprise 
announcement had damaged 
chances of a settlement. 

“Many positions have been 
stated in the past. There will be 
more in the future. The negotia- 
tions continue," he said. 

Asked if progress could be 
made on Pretoria's proposal, 
Crocker said: “There’s certainly 
going to have to be compromise 
on all sides if we are going to get a 
settlement, no doubt about it. 
This is no one's last word, this is a 
negotiation.”

Greece to close US air base 


ATHENS, Aug. 3, (Reuter): 
Greece has decided to dose the 
major US HeDemkon Air Base 
outside Athens, government 
spokesman So tins Kostopoulos 
said today. 

“One of the decisions of the 
Greek government is ... the aboli- 
tion of the Heltenikon base," he 
told reporters. 

Kostopoulos gave no indica- 
tion of when the HeDenikon base 
will be shut, but he said there was 
no question of transferring 
operations at the base to another 
site in Greece. 

Talks between Greece and the 
United States on a new 
agreement for US military bases 
have been deadlocked since they 
began last November. 

Greece has notified Washing- 
ton that the present agreement 
will be terminated in December 


and the Americans wfll then have 
17 months to pack up and go 
home unless a new accord is sig- 
ned. 

Washington maintains four 
major Air Force and Naval bases 
and some 20 smaller facilities m 
this east Mediterranean country . 
About 3,700 American military 
personnel are stationed at the 
installations. 

Position 

HeDenikon is next to Athens 
international airport and uses 
the same ruwnay as commercial 
flights intb Greece. Its position is 
a constant reminder of the US 
military prsence in the country. 

The US Air Force uses the base 
for re-supply and transport 
operations throughout the Mid- 
dle East as weQ as surveillance 
operations there by RC-135 
reconnaissance planes. 


“The negotiations, as we have 
repeatedly underlined, are 
foreseen to be tough and long,” 
Kostopoulos said. 

The outcome of the talks 
would “depend ou the manner in 
which the United States handles 
certain issues of our direct 
interest,” he added said. 

The Greek government has 
repeatedly said a new agreement 
must serve the country's highest 
national interest.

Heavy rains play havoc 


Floods kill 161 in Pakistan 


ISLAMABAD, ‘ Aug 3, 
(KUNA): Abnormally heavy 
rains and high floods have 
caused havoc in the Punjab and 
Frontier provinces killingat least 
161 people and rendering about 
one million homeless. 

According to official reports 
the twin-calamity has struck 22 
districts in the Punjab and four in 
the frontier provinces leaving a 
trail of devastation to life and 
property. 

Besides loss of 161 lives, an 
estimated 600 cattle-heads have 
perished after haring been swept 
away by swirling waters of 
flooded rivers across the two 
provinces. 

Nearly 2,000 villages were sub- 
merged m flood water in Punjab 
alone making as many as 
9 98.000 people shelterless. The 
government, set up a string of 
relief camps for them. The num- 
ber of houses destroyed was put 
at 14,475 and those damaged at 


26,457. Standing crops in fertile 
fa rmlands spread over 2 25,000 
acres were also damaged, forcing 
the Punjab government to 
announce remission . of land 
revenue to the affected farmers. 

Season 

Federal 'flood commissioner 
Mian Maqbul Alain said in an 
interview that though the 
national meteorological office 
had forecast wellin advance that 
the country would have abnor- 
mally high rains this season, the 
commission could not cope with 
the situation arising from the 
phenomenon. 

According to him the funds 
placed for anti-flood measures 
by the government for the pur- 
pose were Inadequate. Maqbool 
Alam said the amount available 
for anti-fltxxfloperaticms was Rs. 
161 million where as' the actual 
need was of the order of Rs. 612, 
million. 

The worst affected districts in . 


the Punjab were Sialkot, Jhang, 
Gujrat, Lahore, Mianwali, Mul- 
tan, Muzaffargarh, Kasur, Dera 
Gbazi Khan, Gujranwaia and 
Sargodha. 

Pasnir town in Sialkot district 
was surrounded by flood water 
and cut off from the rest of the 
country. Jfhelum river had 
entered the city of Xhelum and 
Chenaboa the national highway 
when the two rivers rose into high 
flood following heavy rains m 
catchment areas. 

Similarly River Indus, had 
inundated the district of Attock 
bordering the Frontier Province. 

In_ the Frontier Province the 
districts of Mansehra, BannuJ 

Dera Ismail Khan and Swat bore 

the brunt of floods and rains, 
with Mansehra being the worst 
victim. 

. . , Rains broke all previous 
records in July m Islamabad reg- 
istering 500 millimetres of rain- 
fall in the month.

Israeli soldiers shot and woun- 
ded two Palestinians. 

Gathering 

But a Molotov cocktail thr- 
own at an Israeli car late last 
night prompted a gathering of 
West Bank settlers who blocked 
the main Jerusalem-Hebron 
road overnight, Israeli Radio 
said.

Nearly 10 per cent of 10,000 
unmarried women factory 
workers in a single district of 
the Shenzhen special econ- 
omiezone became pregnant in 
1987, the official English-lan- 
guage China Daily said. 

The zone, set up as a free-market 
experiment, employs about 
250,000 temporary female 
workers^ most of them single. :

status. 

Local officials told the China 
Youth newspaper the single 
women working in Shenzhen 
are suffering “extreme anx- 
iety” because of the vast 
imbalance between men and 
women in the factories. At one 
plastic bag manufacturing 
plant all but five of 205 tem- 
porary workers are women. 

“Providing female workers with 
sexual satisfaction is even 
more difficult than reducing 
conflicts between man- 
agement and labour,” ihe 
newspaper said.

Thatcher in Melbourne 


MELBOURNE, Aug 3, 
(Reuter): Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher, on tour in Aus- 
tralia as the Irish Republican 
Army (IRA) renewed its bomb- 
ing campaign in Britain, braved a 
stormy nationalist Irish demon- 
stration after arriving in Mel- 
bourne today. 

At the midpoin t oftaer five-day 
stay, a police cordon had to link 
arms to force its way through a 
central shopping raaG as the Brit- 
ish leader went on the second of 
four scheduled walkabouts. 

A bout 50 demonstrators chan- 
ting “fascist" and “Thatcher 
out" surrounded her entourage 
as Thatcher walked through a 
pedestrian arcade and visited a 
British-owned beauty store. 

The 62-year-old prime mini- 
ster stumbled once but carried on 
Unruffled with her' programme, 


calmly examining goods in the 
shops as the protestors banged 
on the windows with their fists 
and coins. 

The mayhem, in a mall jam- 
med with late afternoon shop- 
pers and several groups of That- 
cher supporters carrying flowers, 
clearly look police by surprise 
even though small-scale demon- 
strations had been expected dur- 
ing her visit. 


Population 

Both Melbourne and Sydney, 
which Thatcher will visit on 
Thursday, have substantial 
populations of Irish origin. 

The prime minister was guest 
of honour at a dinner in central 
Melbourne this evening and will 
visit an aircraft component man- 
ufacturing company on Thurs- 
day before leaving for Sydney. 


In Canberra earlier. Thatcher 
made two speeches, held nearly 
two hours of talks with Aus- 
tralian Prime Minister Bob 
Hawke and fielded questions 
from journalists at the National 
Press Club. 

British officials said the talks 
between Australia's Labour 
leader and theconservative That- 
cher were cordial and the two had 
avoided the contentious issue of 
South Africa. 

Thatcher told reporters she 
favoured greater dialogue with 
South Africa as the best way to 
speed up racial change rather 
than the imposition of sanctions, 
the option favoured by Hawke. 

“We have isolated South 


Africa, which is very very strange 
... perhaps if we'd talked the 


... perhaps if we'd talked the 
improvement would have been 
faster." the prime minister said.

Kuwait helps in building 
hospital in S. Lebanon 


AMMAN, Aug 3, (APV. A 
special Iraqi envoy arrived today 
ona whirlwind tour to brief Arab 
leaders on Iraq’s position in 
negotiations to end the eight- 
year-old Iran-Iraq war. 

Iraq’s First Depuly Prime 
Minister, Taha Yassin Ramadan 
delivered a letter to King Hussein 
on the prospects of Gulf peace, 
the official Jordan news agency 
reported. 

The news agency said the let- 
ter, from Iraqi President Saddam 
Hussein, dealt with the latest 
developments in the Iran-Iraq 
war and the ongoing negotia- 
tions at the United Nations to 
endiL 

Ramadan visited Kuwait. 
Bahrain, Saudi Arabia and 
North Yemen before arriving in 


Jordan's capital. 

He is apparently seeking Arab 
support for Iraq's insistence on 
face-to-face negotiations with 
Iran before UN ceasefire Resolu- 
tion 598 con be implemented. 

Iran, too, was trying to lobby 
Arab governments, until Deputy 
Foreign Minister All Ahmed 
Besharati last week touring the 
Gulf Arab slates of (he United 
Arab Emirates. Qatar and Oman 
to stress Iran's commitment to 
implementing a ceasefire. 

Iran's Ambassador to the 
UAE. Mustafa Haeri. was in 
Bahrain today lo deliver a mes- 
sage from Iranian President Ali 
Khamenei to the Amir, Sheikh 
Issa Bin Salman AI Khalifa. The 
contents of the message were not 
disclosed. 


DIRECTOR of the Jahra Health 
Area and supervisor of the 
Nabatiyeh Kuwaiti hospital in 
South Lebanon Dr Abdul Aziz 
Khalaf said he was notified that 
the hospital has started receiving 
patients. 

He disclosed that Kuwait had 
donated more than KD1 million 
for constructing and equipping 
the hospital which was primarily 
built to serve the inhabitants of 
South Lebanon. 

The concept for establishing 
the hospital was first mooted 
after the 1982 Israeli invasion of 
Lebanon when South Lebanon 
was cut-off from the rest of 
Lebanon. 

As there was no major hospital 
to serve the area and this endan- 
gered the lives of many people the 
hospital was built with a capacity 
of 75 beds which can be doubled 



in cases of emergency. 

- Khalaf said the hospital was 
constructed in keeping with the 
wishes of HH the Amir to 
provide such service to Palestin- 
ians and Lebanese. 

The director said that some 
sections of the hospital have 
begun functioning and later in 
the month, the operation theatre 
will be activated. 

The hospital consists of the 
departments of paediatrics, 
maternity and women diseases, 
surgery, outpatients clinics and 
intensive care units he said. 

. Khalaf said that the entire hos- 
pital is constructed inside a 
mountain in Nabatiyeh area with 
the front covered with concrete. 

The hospital is run by a Leban- 
ese charity society known as Naj- 
dah Society. A delegation from 
the society will visit Kuwait in 
October this year to coincide 
with a Lebanese painting exhibi- 
tion proceeds of which will go to 
the society, he added. 


Period in jail 
added to service 



THE Cassation Court recently 
ruled that a government 
employee who spent nine years in 
jail was not absent from duty and 
this period should be added Lo b is 
service at the ministry. 

The case occurred over 30 
years ago prior to the current 
labour law which terms jailed 
employees as having resigned 
from work. 

Reappointed 

The employee, Ahmad joined 
the ministry in July 1954, but, in 
May 1957 was jailed for nine 
years. In August 1966, when he 
was released, the ministry reap- 
pointed him after consulting the 
Council of Ministers. 

Subsequently, Ahmad asked 
that the period he spent in jail be 
added to his service in the minis- 


try, but. the request was refused. 

The ministry took the stand 
that Ahmad was absent from his 
work for more than 1 5 days and 
was thus terminated from 
service. 

However, the Court of First 
Instance, then the Court of 
Appeal and finally the Cassation 
Court ruled against the minis- 
try's stand. 

Based 

The courts in arriving at their 
derision, based the judgement on 
a labour law of 1955 which did 
not necessarily consider 
employees as sacked if Lhey were 
forcibly or againsL their wish 
prevented from going to work for 
over 1 5 days. 

The courts considered that the 
employee was in fact stopped 
from going to work.

Safafir souq has a traditional atmosphere

LIKE every old souq in Kuwait, 
the Safafir souq has a traditional 
atmosphere and is popular with 
people who meet each day to 
discuss their afiairs in a Kuwaiti- 
oriented style. 

This souq is considered one of 
the handicraft markets in 
Kuwait, and. though, generally 
empty, sounds of work originat- 
ing from shops gives one the feel- 
ing of activity. 


Ghloum Ibrahim, an Iranian 
who spent 45 years working aL 
l he Safafir souq says that it was a 
part of the old Sellah souq before 
the government removed it. 

Old Kuwaiti handicraft 
experts worked at the market a 
long time ago and he said he 
started his first job at the souq 
working along with members of 
ihe AI Safar family. However, 
now. Lhc market has only Indian. 
Iranian and Pakistani workers. 

He specialises in ma kin g coflee 
mortars and varnishing kitchen 
items and said he pays KD70 


each month as rent. But, as busi- 
ness is stagnant it becomes dif- 
ficult to meet the monthly rents 
be added. 

Jadallah Sadiq an Iranian and 
Saleh Ibrahim from Egypt both 
owners of one shop say they deal 
with light blacksmith jobs and 
their prices range from 100 fils to 
KD1. 

Activities 

Haj Qamar AI Din from India 
working in the souq since 15 
years works an average of 12 
hours daily. He deals m tanks 
and said activities at the souq are 
very slow. Mahdi AI Haddad, a 
61 -year-old Kuwaiti, who 
supervises work says that the 
fibre-glass business has slowed 
down as people do not realise 
that titesenbirerglass water tanks 
are better than conventional 
ones. 

Dead 

He added that business is dead 
as crude materials prices have 
increased from KD60 to KD120 
per ton. Rents are higher than 
before and most of the items 
produced by AI Safafir souq are 
now imported from Syria, Bagh- 
dad and other places, he added.

OWNERS of restaurants in 
Kuwait have repeatedly called 
for abolishing the current law 
which prohibits restaurants from 
operating after midnighL 

A local daily interviewed some 
, owners and customers to high- 
light this issue. 

Adel Ahmed, an owner at 
Kh.aiian area said that res- 
taurants could be classified as 
being important facilities neces- 
sary for citizens and expatriates. 

Activity 

He said that restaurants wit- 
nessed significant activity from 
8:00 pm till afler midnight and 
closingai 1 2:00 midnight did not 
provide sufficient working hours 
and consequently business. 

Ahmed pointed out that the 
supper meal is an important 
meal, particularly for families 
spending the week-end away 
from home. 

Anwar A! Airabi achefat one 
of’ (he restaurants said that Lhe 
eating process could not be 
subjected to a specific schedule 
and restaurants should not be 
committed to specific working 
hours. 

This was even more so in 
K u-a ail where there were a num- 


ber of bachelors who depended 
on restaurants for their meals. 

He said that the preferred food 
was mostly kabab, tikka and 
roasted cutlets in addition Lo fast 
meals. Prices ranged from 1 00 fils 
for a sandwich to 850 fils for a 
meal. 

Requirements 

Kamel Abdul Mohsen an 
owner of an Iraqi restaurant said 
that the working hours should be 
extended particularly for res- 
taurants situated at highways or 
those located near the Inter- 
national Airport in order to meet 
the requirements of arrivals or 
departures in general and the 
transit passengers in particular. 

He added that his restaurant 
suffered from insufficient park- 
ing facilities. 

Mohammed Mustafa Ali an 
owner of a cafeteria complained 
about the maltreatment from 
municipality inspectors and said- 
inspectors should play a 
guidance and directive role. 
Considerate 

He said there were some cir- 
cumstances beyond the control 
of the owners — such as dust 
blowing into establishments and. 
inspectors should be aware and 
considerate under these circum- 
stances he added.

CANBERRA, Australia, Aug 3, 
(AP): Australia has agreed to a 
United Nations request to take 
part in an observer force to be 
sent lo the Gulf if Iran and Iraq 
agree on a ceasefire. Defence 
Minister Kim Beazley said 
today. 

Beazley said the UN request 
had been made last week. 

He said both Iran and Iraq 
would first have to agree to Aus- 
tralian participation in Lhe 250- 
strong force, which would be 
made up of representatives from 
up to 18 countries. 

Comprise 

He said the Australian contin- 
gent would be commanded by a 
lieutenant colonel and would 
comprise military officers of 
major and captain rank. 

Some would be drawn from 
the Australian contingent in the 
UN observer force in Lebanon. 
They would only wear adearms. 

One Australian officer in the 
Lebanon observer force was. 
killed while on patrol earlier this 
year when his Land Rover hit a , 
mine on the Israeli border. 

In a separate development, the 
Italian Senate has approved a 
decree providing financing for 
Italy’s naval task force in the 
Gulf through the end of 1 988. 


The decree, passed by the 
chamber of deputies on July 17, 
provides 84 billion lira ($63 
million) for the fleeL. 

The provision was supported 
by Prime Minister Ciriaco de 
Mita's five-party coalition, 
which holds a comfortable 
majority in both houses of 
parliament.

King Hussein’s West Bank move 


Pressure mounts 
on Palestinians 


By Carol Giacomo 

WASHINGTON. I Reuter): 
King Hussein's decision to aban- 
don claims to the West Bank 
seems designed to force the 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion to take responsibility for 
Middle East peace-making. US 
analysts -said on Monday. 

“I; has to shift the burden on 
I to) the PLO." said Clyde Marks, 
a Middle East expert with the US 
Library of Congress. "They 
become themain negotiators, the 
guardians of the Palestinian 
cause." 

While most experts intervi- 
ewed by Reuters believe the 
peace plan authored by Secretary 
of State George Shultz is effec- 
tively dead. Lhey said Hussein's 
action could be an important 
step in resolving for the future a 
thorny obstacle to Middle East 
peace — who will represent 
Palestinians'.’ 

Said former US Stale Depart- 
ment official James Placke: "1 
think Hussein is just fed up and 
decided to let them (Palestinians) 
stew in their own juice, being 
confident the PLO will not be an 
effective leader." 

Plan 

Shultz, in the plan he initiated 
last February, cast Jordan as the 
prime negotiator for the Pales- 
tinians at peace talks with Israel 
under an international con- 
ference. 

The plan failed to garner 
serious support, however, in 
large part because Palestinians, 
backed by Arab slates, insisted 
their only legitimate represen- 
tative was the PLO. with which 
Israel and the United States 
refuse to deal because they con- 
sider it a terrorist organisation. 

Hussein, under increasing 
a Hack for Jordan's role in the 
West Bank since Palestinians 
there began an uprising against 
Israeli occupiers last December, 
has appeared frustrated and con- 
vened at his loss of political 
clout. 

"From time to time he gets to 
the point where he feels he can't 
do anything more. The frustra- 
tion builds up (but his response 
has) never been as dramatic as 
this." one US official told 
Reuters. 

Hussein announced on Sun- 
day he was ending 38 years of 
administrativeand legal ties with 
the West Bank in deference to 
PLO demands for an indepen- 
dent Palestinian stale. 


Last week. Jordan cancelled a 
five-year development plan Lo 
spend SI. 3 billion in the West 
Bonk and dissolved the lower 
house of Parliament, where Wesl 
Bank deputies bold half the seats. 
Officials say other measures will 
follow. 

Jordan unilaterally annexed 
the West Bank in 1950. Jordan- 
ian currency and law still hold 
thereand Hussein has provided a 
variety of services that afTect 
daily living. 

But the territory bas been 
occupied by Israel since the 1967 
Arab-Israeli war. 

Hussein, by his recent actions, 
is "trying to show that Palestin- 
ian have to take the lead in trying 
to bring about negotiations." but 
whether Palestinians can 
develop apolitical agenda tbat is 
"reasonable and workable" is 
questionable, tbe LIS official 
said. 

Pragmatic political considera- 
tions are at work. 

A majority of Jordan's 
population is Palestinian and 
Hussein is trying to maintain a 
fragile political balance that has 
allowed his family to rule Jordan 
for decades. 

Alternative 

The king is making clear “Jor- 
dan is not an alternative to a 
Palestinian state," said Charles 
Perry of the Institute for Foreign 
Policy Analysis in Cambridge, 
Mass. 

This is not the first time Hus- 
sein has pulled back after getting 
out ahead of other Arabs in talk- 
ing peace with Israel. 

Hussein has watched Arab 
states pay less attention to the 
Palestinian problem in recent 
years as it worsened and as he 
came under greater attack. Also, 
Israel -has remained divided on 
approaches lo peace, making it 
harder for Hussein to move for- 
ward even if he wanted to. 

"None of them have the clout 
to do anything about it, so Hus- 
sein figures. ‘1 will getout ofit too 
and leave it to tbe Palestinians,'’ 
said Marks.^ 

The analysts were universally ‘ 
pessimistic about any major new 
developments emerging this year 
from Shultz's peace plan. 

But Perry suggested Hussein's 
action, rather than a sign of the 
failure of Shultz's plan, may sig- 
nal that discussions involving the 
United Slates, Israel and Jordan 
"have reached the point where it 
is tactically sensible for Hussein 
to draw back and push the Pales- 
tinians ahead a bit more." 


Burkina Faso still in 
the shadow of Sankara

OUAGADOUGOU, t Reuter): 
Burkina Faso celebrates the fifth 
anm\ersar> of its revolution this 
week still in the shadow of the 
late President Thomas Sankara, 
the flamboyant Army captain 
slain in a coup last October. 

Western diplomats said 
political uncertainty in Burkina 
Faso, which changed its name 
from tipper Volta in 1983 and is 
one of the world’s poorest 
nations, could put a damper on 
today's August 4 festivities. 

The date is still associated with 
Sankara, who seized power five 
years ago and captured the 
imagination of the people with 
his unorthodox rule. 

•'There will be just as much 
slogan-chanting and clenched 
fisf gesturing at this year's 
celebrations bul the public might 
not be so enthusiastic as in the 
past." one diplomat said. 

The new leader. Captain 
Blaise Compaore. differs from 
hi* predecessor in style and per- 
sonality. He is much quieter and 
more pragmatic. Sankara was a 
line speaker and very popular 

with young people who saw him 
a> a symbol of the revolution. 

Attacked 

Compaore. a 36-year-old 
paratrooper, has openly 
attacked Sankara for his 
autocratic style. 

The most complete denuncia- 
tion was contained in a booklet 
distributed to foreign journalists 
recently explaining how and why 
the leader or the 1983 revolution 
was overthrown. 

Entitled "Memorandum on 
the events of October 15, 1987,'' 
the detailed and complicated 48- 
page document gave the official 
version of the plots and counter- 
plots which it said led to the coup 
and Sankara's death. 

"Isolated by the people, who 


ended up being tired with his 
hollow and childish exhibition- 
ism. the president and his 
military’ and civilian supporters 
developed militaristic views and 
practices." it said. 

"Countless political, econ- 
omic and social measures were 
taken without debate, inquiry or 
preliminary study,” it added. 

Sankara planned to eliminate 
Compaore and other senior 
members of government, includ- 
ing Defence Minister Jean-Bapt- 
iste Lingani and Economic 
Promotion Minister Henri 
Zongo.it added. 

Plots 

There were even plots within 
ploLs as some of Sankara's sup- 
porters planned lo take power 
for themselves at a later date, it 
said. It named former secret 
police chief Vincent Sigue and 
Army Commander Boukary 
Kaborc. nicknamed “The Lion 
of Bulkiemde.” 

"Even madmen were dream- 
ing of taking the reins of the 
nation." it added. 

Burking Faso was on the brink 
of civil war, it said, and the coup 
prevented u pointless bloodbath. 

Compaore has rescinded some 
of the decisions taken by Sank- 
ara. He lifted a ban on fruit 
imports, lowered the price of 
beer and freed civil servants from 
theirobli gation to wear the coun- 
try's traditional cotton costume 
known as “fuse dan fani”. 

"Compaore also seems more 
interested in broadening the 
body politic, bringing in 
elements from the centre and 
right,” one diplomat said. "TTie 
economy continues to be stale- 
controlled. bul there has been a 
lot of talk about giving the 
private sector a greater role.” 

He does not yet have total con- 
trol of the country, diplomats 
said, bul there arc no serious 
threats lo his rule. 


Expatriates 
are exploited 

SI R: The * chief minister of 
Kerala state, India, has advert- 
ised in the local press (AT July 
31) soliciting contributions 
from Gulf expatriates to raise a 
fund to compensate the 
bereaved families of those who 
perished in the tragic Perumon 
train accident on July S. 

Presumably, similar adver- 
tisements might have appeared 
in other countries where there 
arc expatriate communities. 

The cause is indeed laudable 
and deserves co-operation on 
humanitarian grounds. 

However, how many 
grievances (including the much 
debated unjustified airfare and 
insignificant duty-free all- 
owance which over the years 
continue to be a fuming vol- 
cano) of the oppressed Gulf 
expatriates have been redressed 
by the present or the past gov- 
ernments (both state and cen- 
tral) except when someone 
raises an issue at random 
(obviously under motivated 
pressure) in the Parliament or 
stale assembly and leaves it just 
as it is until pressure mounts 
again?

official appeals (if at all neces- 
sary) were released through the 
Indian embassy, the represen- 
tative body of our country.

Between October and 
December of last year we 
interviewed SO.OOQ motorists 
and 50.000 household residents 
of Kuwait, asking questions 
about daily travel behaviour on 
behalf of the Municipality. 
Your readers may be interested 
lo learn that these surveys 
showed that less than 0.2 per 
cent of all household residents 
claimed to use taxis or vanettes 
for travel during the normal 
morning or lunchtime peak 
periods. For those vehicles 
stopped at selected roadside 
locations, we found tbat the 
occupants of taxis amounted to 
less than two per cent the' total 
number of people travelling on 
the roads in the peak periods. 
This proportion rises to 10 per 
cent if taxis, pick-ups. venettes 
and vans of all types are 
included. 


Although it is often claimed 
that "statistics" can be used to 
prove just about anything, in 
this case 1 think you might be 
stretching a point.

Tuition fees 
exorbitant

In return, the schools 
provide them with an average 
of one or one and half teacher 
per class of 35 students for a 
142-day school term. 

The schools spend aljout 
KD750 per class per month. 
They easily make a staggering 
KD25.000 per year per class or 
KD1 .5 million per year. It is no 
secret that the MinisLry of 
Education allows the schools lo 
increase their profit by five per 
cent, apart from summer clas- 
ses. 

At this rate, it will soon be 
profitable to send we will find 
our children schooling on Lhe 
moon.

Israeli authorities are sweep- 
ing towns for cash from taxes, car 
licences and identity cards in an 
effo mhey sa y will show Pa les l in- 
ians the more Lhey take up civil 
disobedience, the more Israel will 
force obedience. 

Leaders of the 1.5 million 
Palestinians counter that the har- 
der Israel pushes, the more peo- 
ple will turn lo civil disobedience. 

Tax collectors, escorted by 
troops, have visited towns and 
villages, demanding overdue 
payments or confiscating iden- 


tity cards or property. Road- 
blocks have also been set up at 
which drivers are ordered Lo 
produce evidence of payment of 
taxes. 

“You cannot imagine how 
angry the people are," mayor 
Elias FreijoftheWest Bank town 
of Bethlehem told Reuters. “I 
called for an end to this punish- 
ment but il just gels worse and 
worse.” 

Boycott 

Palestinians, eight months 
into an anti-Israeli uprising, have 
boycotted tax payments and — 
among residents like Lhe 9,000 
townspeople of Beit Sahour — 
have set up "popular commit- 
tees'* as a bureaucratic alter- 
native to Israeli control.

BEIRUT, (Reuter): Syria has 
tightened its grip over Lebanon 
in the past three months to rein- 
force its role as a major power in 
the Middle East, political sources 
say. 

They said Syria had carried 
out a “military and political 
purge” of the territory under its 
control, which comprises about 
65 per cent of Lebanon, uproot- 
ing Palestinian groups and curb- 
ing the power of pro-Iranian 
militants. 

The crackdown was helping 
Syrian President Hafez A1 Assad 
in his efforts to mend fences with 
the United States, which has long 
regarded Damascus as a ''terror- 
ist" regime and intransigent 
opponent of compromise, they 
said. 

Control of Shatiia and Bouij 
A1 Barajneh, two Palestinian 
refugee camps in Beirut which 
were once strongholds of Pales- 
tine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) leader Yasser .Arafat, fell 
to pro-Syrian Palestinians early 
in July. 

Barrier 

Rumours, which the sources 
said were inspired by Damascus, 
later circulated that Syrian 
troops might move into the 
Shour Mountains, heartland of 
the Druze Progressive Social 
Party (PSP). 

The Shouf, a rugged maze of 
high ridges, form a natural 
barrier between Syrian forces in 
Muslim west Beirut and the 
Bekaa Valley in east Lebanon. 

The sources said the rumours 
were a Syrian signal to PSP 
leader Walid Jumblatt, who has 
relative independence from 


direct Syrian military influence, 
to stop providinga safe haven for 
Arafat’s supporters in his moun- 
tainous fiefdom. 

Jumblatt quickly look the 
hint, the sources said, so that 
Arafat’s power base was now res- 
tricted to refugee camps east of 
the southern port of Sidon. 
Syrian forces have so far not 
moved into the Shouf. • ; . 

Pro-Syrian political and 
religious leaders from various 
factions, are now flocking to 
Damascus to consult Syrian 
officials about Lebanon's forth- 
coming presidential election, due 
by Sept 23. 

One sign of a shift in Syrian 
tactics ahead of the election was a 
meeting between Assad and 
Lebanese President Amin 
Gemayel, the sources said. 

Meeting 

A presiden lial aide descri bed it 
as Lhe first "serious meeting” bet- 
ween the two heads of stale since 
1986, when Gemayel refused to 
endorse a Syrian-sponsored 
peace pact concluded by rival 
Christian. Shi’ite and Druze 
militias. 

The sources said Assad's con- 
ciliatory stand towards Gemayel 
was prompted by his awareness 
of the key role played by any 
Lebanese head of stale arid the 
Christian community in general. 

Assad also wanted the next 
president to give his stamp of 
approval to the presence of the 
estimated 25,000 Syrian troops 
in Lebanon, they said. 

Under an unwritten national 
covenant adopted in 1943. the 
President is always a Maronite 
Christian, the prime minister a 
Sunni Muslim and the speaker of 
parliament a Shi’ite Muslim. 


Analysts said three powers 
had influence over the election, 
namely Syria, the United Stales 
and the Christians. No single 
parly could independently steer 
the election its way. but each had 
a veto power. 

Diplomats in Beirut told 
Reuters the United Slates had 
passed word to local and foreign 
farces in Lebanon that the' elBc-' 
lion should be hddpeacef idly ... 

• Chaos ‘ ' 

They said ’lhe international! 
community wanted a govern- 
ment capable of controlling the 
chaos which had adversely affec- 
ted many Western countries, 
most spectacularly in tbe kidnap- 
ping plaguing Beirut. 

Washington wanted a basic- 
ally pro-Western president who 
was favoured by the Christians, 
enjoyed Syria's blessing and was 
backed by the Muslims, they 
said. 

"The Americans do not want 
to antagonise Lhe Syrians, bul 
they are keen the Syrians do not 
have fiill control of Lebanon or 
strengthen their influence in the 
region." one independent 
parliamentarian said. 

Political sources speak of a 
deal between US envoy Vemoa 
Wallers and Assad under which 
Syria would ass umj respon- 
sibility for containing the Shi’itc 
fundamentalists of Hezbollah in 
return for improved relations 
with Washington, including the 
restoration of Western financial 
aid. 

Syrian troops were sent into 
Beirut’s southern suburbs on 
May 27 to end three weeks of 
savage inler-Shi’ite fighting, a 
move which reduced the 
influence of the radical pro- 1 ran- 
ian Hezbollah. 


Zhao Ziyang may 
head China’s military

BEIJING. China , (Reuter): 
Communist Party leader Zhao 
Ziyang has moved a step closer Lo 
holding supreme power m China 
after enjoying the limelight in 
National Army Day celeb ra- 
' lions, diplomats said on Mon- 
day. 

Pictures of Zhao in a business 
suit presenting medals to war 
veterans and his speech in the 
Great Hall or the People domin- 
ated the front pages of major 
newspapers on Sunday and 
Monday and weekend television 
news. 

"Zhao was the central figure. 
He has been placed firmly in (he 
public eye as the future head of 
the military,” a Western 
diplomat commented. 

Zhao. 69, was made party 
leader last year and is widely seen 
as heir apparent to 83-year-old 
Deng Xiaoping. Deng kept his 
hold on the. military by remain- 
ing head of the Central Mditary 
Commission in a major parly 
leadership reshuffle last Novem- 
ber. 

Although he had no. active 
military experience behind him, 
Zhao was made the commis-. 
sion’s first vice-chairman. 


Diplomats said the next few 
months would be a crucial test of 
Zhao's leadership as the country 
faces record inflation, govern- 
ment and parly corruption, 
severe drought in the south and 
warnings by police chiefs of 
public unrest and subversion. 

"Now in the wake of a contin- 
ual deepening of the reforms, 
some very difficult and 
unavoidable problems are facing 
us. China's reforms ha ve reached 
a crucial state.” Zhao said at 
Saturday’s award-giving cere- 
monies. 

Informed Chinese sources said 
the country’s leaders had ended 
their annual informal talks at the 
seaside resort of Beidaihe but it 
was possible some would return 
for more meetings. 

Dominated 

Last year’s 60th anniversary 
celebrations of the founding of 
the People’s Liberation Army 
were dominated by General 
Yang Shangkun with Deng visi- 
bly present in the background. 

This year, however. Deng did 
not interrupt his annual seaside 
break to attend the Beijing for- 
malities and it was Yang's turn to 
play second fiddle to Zhao, 
diplomats said. 

One diplomat predicted that

Deng would formally step down 
as chairman of the military on 
Oct 1. next year. 

"But Deng willnot resign until 
he is sure he has cleared out all 
remnants of the old guard - from 
the armed forces,” he added. 

I n June, Deng said he had han- 
ded over his military commission 
duties to Zhao but Saturday's 
celebrarions were the first public 
confirmation that Zhao was in 
charge. 

Deng's far-reaching reforms, 
brought in almost 10 years ago, 
have also penetrated the armed 
forces which have lost around 
one million men and women 
a nee 1985 in an attempt to 
become a modernised, 
streamlined military.

MEDICATION CAN REDUCE 
WOMEN’S .UNWANTED 
HAIR GROWTH 


QUESTION: You recently answered a 
question about unwanted hair growth on 
women but you didn't say much about how 
to treat it. Please expand. 

ANSWER: While hirsutism (excessive- 
hair growth on a woman’s body) often is 
considered to be a purely cosmetic problem, 
actually it is a medical one. Hirsutism most 
frequently results from high levels of 
and rogen (any substances, such as testicular 
hormones, that causes masculinizing 
efTects). Other conditions that can be caused 
by excess androgen include acne, menstrual 
irregularities and/or infertility. 

Additionally, there are medications that 
are known to cause unwanted hair growth, 
plus such things as certain types of cysts, 
thyroid abnormalities and olher conditions. 

There are, of course, medicines that have 
proved to be very helpful for reducing 
unwanted hair growth but as these medica- 
tions also can have unwanted side efTects. 
your physicians will maintain a close watch 
as you are treated. Among medications 
currently used are drugs estro|ens — 
usually in the form of a combination oral 
contraceptive product. 

Because there are women who may not 


take estrogens, other treatments use a class 
of medicines called glucocorticoids which 
decrease androgen secretion in the body. 
But here too there are some restrictions. 
Anyone who suffers from ulcers^ diabetes, 
psychiatric disorders, active infections or 
who is speciAcally allergic to this class of 
medication must be cautioned about Lheir 


use. 

Another type of treatmen t is with the non- 
hormonal anti-androgens (drugs lhaldo not 
contain hormones yet decrease the secretion 
of androgens.) 

If medications cannot be used internally, 
there are the mechanical methods. These 
include: bleaching — often usefuTin mild 
cases of hirsutism . A Iso, shaving is a simple, 
inexpensive, effective — - and temporary — 
way of removing unwanted hair. Elec- 
trolysis, while rather expensive, destroys the 
existing hair follicles, and thus is a perman- 
ent method of removing hair. 

Tweezing, plucking and removal with 
wax are not recommended for removal of 
hair. These methods are high in risks for 
infections and because they stimulate blood 
flow to. hair follicles, can work against you 
by causing an increase in new hair growth. 


QUESTION: What happens to victims of 
sex abuse as they gel older? 

ANSWER: Rape and other forms of sex- 
ual abuse, including that ofchildren; are not 
uncommon. But because every circum- 
stance and individual is different, the long- 
term effects of sexual abuse vary greatly. In 
some studies, half of women who were sex- 
ually abused as children reported long-last- 
ing effects to their later sexual relationships 
and self-image, which of course means that 
half do not. Some women who were abused 
as children tend to both idealize and fear 
men. while viewing themselves with con- 


tempt. They may have problems in sexual 
functioning ranging from frigidity to 


functioning ranging from frigidity to 
promiscuity. 

Women — and men — who have been 
raped also may have psychological afteref- 
fects, which again vary from person to per- 
son and with the circumstances. Some of 
these effects stem from the way society views 
rape, as a sexual act rather than the assault 
that it is. Some women blame themselves 
and feel shame, or become phobic, while 
other relieve their feelings through self-help 
groups or other activities.

This philosophy 
was highlighted by the following 
hand from the recent Spring North 
American Championships in 
Buffalo. 

Because of the vagaries of dupli- 
cate scoring, most North-South 
pair s ‘played in some number of 


cause of the terrible trump break. 
At some tables, however, North- 
South reached five diamonds, and 
the result depended on the degree of 
care exercised by declarer. 

At the table we watched, Arlene 
Thompson, of Ft. Worth, Texas, 
became declarer on the auction 
shown. West got her side off to its 
best start with a club lead. Declarer 
ruffed the third round, and drew 
one round of trumps, noting the fall 
of West’s queen. Those who fore - a 
saw no problem drew another trump 
and then started on hearts. Now 
they could ruff only two hearts and, 
because of the 3-1 split still had to 
concede a heart for down one. 

Thompson took the trump queen 
at face value. To protect against the 
possibility thci West was short in 
both red su'ts, she abandoned 
trumps and ca*hed the ace-king of 
hearts. When West discarded a 
spade on the second heart, declarer 
was able to ruff all three of her heart 
losers, using spade ruffs as entries 
back to hand, to make her contract. 

Incidentally, if you think West’s 
hand is far too strong for a weak 
jump overcall, so do we! Note that 
East-West can take 10 tricks at a 
spade contract as the cards lie.

Baghdad slashes its imports 


Iraq could expand oil export capacity 


By Jadranka Porter 

l RAQ could expand its oil export 
capacity to more than 4 million 
barrels per day (BPD) by 1990, 
according to foreign analysts in 
Baghdad. 

.This would increase Iraq's 
annual oil revenue earning 
capacity to S2I billion in 1990s. 
say the conservative reports, 
while the more optimistic foreca- 
sters see the figure rising to $25 
billion at current oil prices. 

The 4 million BPD projection 
does not take into account 
exports through an offshore 
pipeline or Iraqi ports which 
have been heavily damaged in the 


right-year-long Gulf war. 

Iraq is the second largest 
OPEC oil producer with current 
export capacity of 2.75 million 
BPD. 

In the second quarter of 1988 
the Arab state was pumping 2.5 
million BPD of which 300,000 
barrels were for domestic con- 
sumption. If maintained at an 
average of 2. 5 million BPD its oil 
exports will generate more than 
SI5 billion revenue this year. 
Exports of phosphates, natural 
gas. fertilizers, cement and dates 
could add another $300,000 
million a year to government cof- 
fers. 

Baghdad has cut its oil produc- 


tion by 300;000 barrels in a bid to 
support oil prices. But it 
remained firmly outside the 
OPEC quota system. Iraq could 
do so only with the consent of the 
Arab countries, especially the 
Gulf states which have contin- 
ually supported it in the Gulf 
war, the analysts say. 

Projections • 

The* projections of 4 million 
BPD in 1990 made before Iran’s 
announcement that it would 
accept a UN resolution calling 
Tor a ceasefire, are based on 
Iraq's overland export capacity. 

There* are plans for 2.37 
million BPD to be pumped 
through Turkish lines, 1.65 


million BPD through Saudi 
Arabia's Ipsa I, and Ipsa II which 
is scheduled for completion in 
1990, and 0.15 million BPD lobe 
transported by truck. 

Plans 

This breakdown is based on 
plans, announced earlier this 
year, according to which the 
current pipeline through Turkey 
would be expanded to carry 2 
million BPD, up from current 1.5 
million BPD. There are also 
plans to construct a pipeline 
from Kirkuk to Batman in 
Turkey which will pump 300.000 
BPD and a small line from Ain 
Zala to Batman with a capacity 
of 70,000 BPD. 


Iraq, strapped by a 560 billion 
international debt is in desperate 
need of additional funds to meet 
its financial commitments and 
reconstruction projects, once the 
warends. 

Faring a crisis Iraq began a 
programme of economic reform 
in 1987. It successfully curtailed 
imports, rescheduled its debts 
ana improved efficiency of bank- 
ing practices. 

Baghdad slashed its imports of 
commercial goods from $20 
billion in 1981 to about $12 
billion in 1988. Last year Iraq 
had a positive trade balance of 
over $ I billion and according to 
the more optimistic forecasts 


Iraq's current account could be 
in the black by 1989. 

Underpinning Iraq's econo- 
mic potential are its large proven 
oil reserves of 100 billion barrels 
in addition to 45 billion barrels of 
unproven reserves. 

Funds 

But if Iraq, in search of 
additional funds, floods the oil 
market in the post-war period it 
could cause a further decline in 
oil prices thus hurting its OPEC 
partners, including those who 
had supported its war effort. This 
is why analysts are inclined to 
believe that the Arab countries 
will not press Iraq to return some 
$35 billion Baghdad owes them. 


Italian 
minister in 
Iran to boost 
economic ties 

NICOSIA. Aug 3, (Reuter): 
Italian Foreign Trade Minister 
Renato Ruggiero arrived in 
Tehran yesterday to boost trade 
and economic co-operation, 
Tehran radio reported. 

Now thaL the Iran-Iraq war is 
ending we want to base the 
expansion of our economic ties 
on post-war structures,” the 
radio, monitored in Nicosia, 
quoted Ruggiero as saying on 
arrival. 

Ruggiero, who is accompan- 
ied by a team of business leaders, 
is the first Western government 
minister to travel to Iran since 
Tehran accepted Security Coun- 
cil Resolution 598 last month. 

An Italian spokesman said the 
minister would attend a meeting 
of an Iranian-llalian trade com- 
mission and meet Prime Minister 
Mir Hossein Mousavi and 
Parliamentary Speaker Ali 
Akbar Hashetni Rafsanjani. 

Iran's I RN A news agency said 
he would also meet Oil Minister 
Gholamreza Aqazadeh. 

Projects 

Tehran radio quoted Minister . 
of Mines and Metals Moham- 
mad J a vad Ayatollahi, who wel- 
comed Ruggiero at Tehran air- 
port, as saying the unfinished 
Mobarakeh Steel Complex and 
several power station projects 
would be discussed with the 
Italians. 

The Italian side says Iran owes 
about $1 .4 billion to Italian firms 
relating to several projects star- 
ted under the Shah, including 
construction of port facilities at 
Bandar Abbas. 

Italian industrialist hope the 
meeting of the trade commission, 
the first since the 1979 Islamic 
revolution, would give them a 
head start in seeking orders to 
rebuild Iran’s economy if and 
when the Gulf war ends. 

Car giant Fiat has voiced an 
interest in exporting cars and 
agricultural machinery and in

Compaq Computers came 
from Houston, Texas, to set up 
an extensive manufacturing 
plant making personal com- 
puters in Erskine near Glasgow 
airport in the west of Scotland. 
The cable-making company, 
Phoenix Cables, of New York, 
chose Irvine, also on the west 
coast, for its first European man- 
ufacturing operation. The com- 
munication component com- 
pany. Techdyne. located in the 
heart of "Silicon Glen" in Livin- 
gston. near Edinburgh on the 
ca>l coast. 

The electronics industry also 
accounted for much of the 
inward investment from Japan. 
LIS says that its Far East team 
helped nine Japanese companies 
come to Scotland. They included 
JVC. Mitsubishi Electric, and 
others making video recorders, 
compact disc players and micr- 
owave ovens. 


War puts Baghdad in big debtor league 


West likely to expand credit lines to Iraq 


BAHRAIN, Aug 3, (Reuter): 
Eight years of war have turned 
Iraq into one of the Third 
World's most heavily indebted 
nations, but President Saddam 
Hussein is expected to seek new 
Western credits if a ceasefire with 
Iran is agreed. 

Economists and political 
analysts said Western govern- 
ments may be ready to expand 
credit lines in a bid to boost 
political influence in post-war 
Baghdad and support their com- 
panies competing for contracts 
to reconstruct the shattered 
economy. 

But they warn that Iraq's re- 
cord of late payments and a 
history of debt reschedulings — 
playing one creditor off against 
another — will temper any 
enthusiasm. 

Credits 

“If the warends, the Iraqis will 
go down the road of asking for 
more credits and will hold out the 
carrot of lucrative contracts for 
companies," said a Middle East 
political analyst. “It will be hard 
to resist, particularly if influence 
can no longer be won with day- 
to-day tirms-eomracls.''- — 

From one of the Gulfs richest 
oil producers at the turn of the 
decade with foreign reserves put 
at $20 billion. Iraq has joined the 
world’s major league debtors 
and now owes foreign govern- 


ments, banks and companies as 
much as $65 billion. 

That is $10 billion more than 
Argentina's debt-strapped econ- 
omy and by far the biggest in the 
Middle East 

But even though the debt is 10 
limes more than that of its arch 
enemy Iran, analysts believe 
Western capitals cannot afford 
to ignore a mihtarily-strong, oil- 
rich Iraq and the possibility it 
may re-emerge as a major Middle 
East power. 

Some $30 billion of Irak's debt 
is thought to be owed to its main 
financial backers in the war, 
Saudi Arabia and Kuwait. 

Commercial banks in major 
Western nations were owed 
$8.47 billion at the end of 1987 
according to figures collated by 
the Basle-based Bank for Inter- 
national Settlements (BIS). 

Western government export 
credit agencies are estimated to 
have guaranteed as much as SI 5 
billion. 

The debt has -financed huge 
arms purchases, budding Iraq's 
Soviet- and French-equipped 
Air Force into one of the most 
powerful in the re^on and equip- 
ping a one-million-strong Army 
which now boasts about ~6,0(X) 
predominantly Soviet tanks. 

But if peace negotiations 
underway at the UN halt the 
fighting, Iraq will need billions of 


dollars to rebuild. 

Settlement of shipping rights 
in the disputed Sbatt A1 Arab 
waterway would unlock a 5? 
billion development scheme for 
the Basra port region and revive 
plans to build offshore oil ter- 
minals to export crude through 
the Gulf. 

Output 

Even daily output now at 2.7 
million barrels a day — the 
second highest within the Orga- 
nisation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries after Saudi Arabia — 
is not seen as enough to finance 
reconstruction at a time of weak 
world oil prices. 

The euphoria that greeted 
Iran’s about-turn in accepting a 
UN ceasefire call has long since 
turned into a hard-nosed realisa- 
tion that lasting peace could take 
months to negotiate. 

But economists say Iraq is 
keeping bridges open to its main 
bank-rollers, avoiding a 
wholesale rescheduling and 
granting preferential treatment 
to creditors considered most 
important. 

France, as a major arms sup- 
plier. the United States as a grain 
exporter, and Britain as a driving 
force behind recent UN attempts 
to impose a weapons embargo on 
Iran have all found repayments 
on government-backed debt are 
more or less punctual. 


“There isa stronglobby within 
the US SiaLe Department that 
says Iraq has a great deal of eco- 
nomic potential and that since 
the United Stales will not play a 
role in supplying weapons, one 
way of gaining influence will be 
through trade,” said one Middle 
East analyst. 

Iraq may also want to reduce 
dependence on the Soviet Union 
and its Gulf allies and turn more 
to the WesL It may have no 
choice if cash-strapped Saudi 
Arabia and Kuwait decide to 
channel funds into their own 
economies instead and aid to 
Baghdad dries up. 

west Germany, whose heavy 
engineering and building firms 
gained a foothold in Iraq during 
the oil boom, approved a 300 
million mark ($160 million) 
credit line turiy this year. 
Credits 

An Economic Ministry spok- 
esman in Bonn said punctual 
repayments in the past months 
had allowed Hermes, the export 
credit guarantee office, to realise 
100 million marks (SS4 million) 
of cover in February, with a 
second tranche for the same 
amount also approved but not 
yeL taken up.. 

An official at France's Coface 
agency in Paris said its position 
on future export credits was one 
of “wait and see.” 


Some other countries such as 
Y ugoslavia appear to have ended 
up at the bottom of the pecking 
order, while Turkey has tight- 
ened credit regulations to slow 
the rising trend of Iraqi debt 
already estimated at about $2.2 
billion. 

Japanese banks are being 
asked to agree a new reschedul- 
ing of letters of credit, just fifteen 
months after signing a deal to 
delay repayment on 50 billion 
yen ($380 million) of debt. 

Economists expect Iraq will 
try to extend official credit lines 
as a first move, knowing that 
banks — which have already re- 
scheduled three Eurocredits — 
will be reluctant .to offer direct 
finance without the safety net of 
government guarantees. 

Arab banks with traditionally 
close lies to Baghdad are doing 
steady trade-related business, 
buying promissory notes issued 
by the Iraqi government to 
foreign contractors. 

Thai way banks can offload 
the risk, sometimes to a Western 
credit agency guaranteeing 
payment and sometimes by 
recourse to payment from the 
contractor if Iraq is not forth- 
coming. 

But as one Japanese trader in 
the Gulf said: “It is very easy to 
sign contracts in Baghdad. But 
will I get paid?" 


Some investors pursue 
profits with a conscience 


LONDON. Aug 3, (Reuter): A 
small but possibly growing num- 
ber of investors are taking what 
they consider a moral look at 
where they put their money. 

And. amid public debate on 
such issues as the environment, 
health and apartheid, some fin- 
anciers see business opportun- 
ities in “ethical investment.” 

Rachel Griffiths, at the Lon- 
don-based Ethical Investment 
Research and Information 
Service (EIRIS), said that as 
much as 1 0 percent of investment 
on Wall Street may have under- 
gone some degree of ethical 
scrutiny. 

Proportions 

The proportion of British 
investment subject to some eth- 
ical test was probably less Lban 
one per cent but might rise as 
Britain look its cue from the 
United States. 

EIRIS. an advisory body, was 
sei up in 1983 by churches and 
charitable trusts. 

“We don't actually say 
whether a company is ethical or 
non-elhiea!.”Griffitbssaid. “We 
leave that to the individual.” 

She said ethics in investment 
had been an isue in the United 
States for 1 0 to 1 5 years. 

But interest in Continental 
Europe was not great, partly 
because tight disclosure laws 
made it difficult to research com- 


pany activities. Asian markets 
presented similar problems. 

Britain'sfirst ethical unit trust. 
Stewardship, was launched by 
London Finance House Friends 
Provident in 1984. 

Risks 

Unit trusts allow people to 
spread their risks by buying a 
small part of a basket of shares 
chosen by a fund manager. 

John Woodard, product 
marketing manager with Friends 
Provident, said there were about 
1 0 ethical unit trusts now availa- 
ble in Britain. 

They’ve been creeping in but 
they haven’t caught theattention 
of the public because unit trusts 
have been quiet since the 
(October 1 987) crash.” he said. 

But Stewardship now has 
some £82 million ($140 million) 
under management. 

Of nine unit trusts managed by 
Friends Provident, three are eth- 
ically vetted and avoid compan- 
ies involved with alcohol, 
..obacco, armaments and 
“repressive regimes” as well as 
those making products alleged to 
involve cruelty to animals. 

“I think there's a market there 
but one mustn’t exaggerate it,” 
said Bill Stuttaford, chairman of 
the Unit Trust Association, an 
umbrella organisation. . 

"In terms of money it's small, 
but that's not to say they don't 


have a certain amount of sup- 
port.” 

Woodard also saw a market 
for ethical pension funds and 
signs that in the general banking 
field, too, some people were con- 
cerned about how their deposits 
were used. 

The Ecology Building (Sav- 
ings and Loan) Society, basal in 
northern England, was set up in 
1981 to provide loans for 
ecologically-based projects. Its 
general manager Bob Lowman 
says it now has assets of £2.6 
million ($4.5 million). 

“People save with us because 
they like the sort of lending we 
do,” he said. 

In -May this year West Ger- 
many's first environmentalist 
bank, Oekobank, opened in 
Frankfurt. Like the Ecology 
Building Society, Oekobank 
aims to provide loans for 
ecological and other alternative 
projects which more conven- 
tional banks might not consider. 

Depositors have also been 
assured the new bank will not 
invest in South Africa, the arms 
industry or in other areas 
opposed by environmentalists 
and the left. 

Keeping an investment port- 
folio completely “clean” can be 
difficult and investors often have 
to compromise to some extent. 


US banks to help build 
tyre plant in Iraq 


WASHINGTON, Aug 3. (AP): 
The US government's Export- 
Import Bank will help the gov- 
ernment of Iraq to buy $8.6 
million worth of US equipment 
for a new plant to make tyres, it 
was announced yesterday 

Iraq and Iran have been dis- 
cussing with the United Nations 
a ceasefire in the eight-year-old 
war. 

The eq uipmen t will come from 
Soberay Machine Equipment 
Co. of Cleveland, Ohio, the 
bank's announcement said. 
Soberay will build some new 
machines for the Iraqis and 
refurbish some used ones from 
American plants. 

Policy 

Iraq’s Ministry of Heavy 
Industries will pay for the equip- 
ment with a Letter or Credit 
issued by the Rafidain Bank in 
Iraq, through the Irving Trust 
Company in New York. 
Payment will be guaranteed to 
the New York bank by an 
insurance policy from the 
Foreign Credit Insurance 
Association, which is owned by 
the Export-Import Bank. 

Exira will also guarantee a 3.3 
million loan to Soberay for 
working capital, issued by 
Society National Bank in 
Cleveland . 

Exim's main function is to 
promote sales of US goods in 
other countries by loans to 
foreign importers and by other 


forms of financial help. 

Exim also announced its 
board of directors has agreed to 
resume lending to Brazil to 
encourage sales of US goods 
there. 

The action follows an 
agreement reached in Paris over 
the weekend between Brazil and 
13 creditor governments, includ- 
ing the United States. The accord 
will delay repayments on $5 
billion worth of debt due bet- 
ween last Jan 1, 1987 and March 
31, 1990. As well, none of the 
interest or principal will be 
repaid until the end of the period, 
said Sergio Amaral, head of the 
Brazilian delegation. 

Payments after 1990 will be 
spread over 10 years. It is 
unusual for such arrangements 
to delay both interest and prin- 
cipal payments. 

The US bank announced on 
July 1 1 that it was accepting 
applications for loans to Brazil 
and that a decision would be 
made after the Paris talks. 

“This condition has been satis- 
fied and Eximbank now is 
prepared to act on preliminary 
and final commitments," said the 
bank’s president, John A. Bohn. 
Jr, in a statement. 

Brazil's international credit 
was badly hurt in February 1 987 
when it slopped paying interest 
on more than $60 billion of its 
bank debt, the biggest in the 
Third World. 


Lawmaker seeks foreign investment disclosure 


WASHINGTON. Aug?, (AP): 
Foreign investment in the United 
Slates is expected to accelerate 
dramatically this year, but the 
i rue scope of overseas ownership 
remains hidden, a congressional 
critic complains. 

"VVe need to know if foreign 
ownership is concentrating itself 
in key areas of our economy — 
energy, steel, hanking - whether 
foreign ow nership is gaini ng con- 
trol of key sectors of the 
American economy.” says Con- 
gressman John Bryant. 

Bryant came into the spotlight 
last year as sponsor of a prov- 
ision of the i.(Hrt)-page trade bill 
approved by the House of 
Representatives. It would have 
forced a major increase in the 
amount ol’disclosurc required of 
foreign investors- 


Lawmakers eventually drop- 
ped Bryant's heavily debated 
plan in an unsuccessful effort to 
win President Ronald Reagan's 
approval. And it is not part of the 
revised version of the trade bill 
now under debate. 

But Bryant still is pushing leg- 
islation to require foreign owners 
to register their major US assets 
with the Commerce Department, 
including business, industrial, 
real estate and farm holdings. 

Study 

The Reagan administration 
opposes his bill because “they 
don't want to look like the folks 
that gave away the store." 
Bryant said. 

Prospects For getting the bill to 
the President’s desk this y ear are 
not especially bright, but Bryant 
vows not to give up. 


To bolster his case, he cites a 
private studj/ released last week 
showing foreign owners hipin the 
United States more than tripled 
since 1980. 

The congressional economic 
leadership institute said foreign 
investors own about 33 per cent 
of prime commercial real estate 
in Washington DC, 46 per cent in 
Los Angeles, and 39 per cent in 
Houston. 

It said they own 10 per cent of 
the U S manufacturing base, hold 
a majority interest in concrete 
and consumer electronics indus- 
tries, and a significant portion in 
machine tools, chemicals and 
auto parts. 

Nearly 3 million Americans 
are employed full-time or part- 
time as a result of foreign invest- 
ment, the scudy.jsaid. 


It acknowledged, however, 
that foreign 'investments still 
account for no more than 5 per 
cent to 6 per cent of US assets. 

Bryant said it is “foolhardy” 
to believe foreign investors will 
avoid the United Slates if they 
must register their holdings 
because “every other country 
collects careful data" without 
scaring off business. 

Investment 

Nancy Leamond, president of 
the institute, said: “In our inner- 
most circle of trading partners, 
we are the only nation that 
swings the door open uncon- 
ditionally to virtually every 
investment.” 

Treasury Secretary James A. 
Baker III and former cabinet 
official Elliot Richardson claim 
Bryant’s bill is anti-competitive. 


Richardson testified before 
the Senate Commerce Commit- 
tee that it would discourage 
foreign investment and result in 
higher US interest rates and an 
economic slowdown. 

Richardson called the report- 
ing requirements burdensome. 
He said sufficient data already 
have been collected by 1 6 federal 
agencies and that investors 
would have to reveal business 
secrets. 

In its study, the institute said 
an “unprecedented transfer of 
American assets to foreign con- 
trol is under way.” 

Since 1980. foreign direct 
investment in the United States 
expanded by more than 215 per 
cent, while American investment 
abroad jumped by one-fifth that 
rate, the study said. 


Soviet harvest better 
than in 1987 

MOSCOW, Aug 3. (Reuter): A Soviet agricultural official said 
today this year’s harvest was progressing well and farmers were 
bringing in more grain than in 1987. Alexander Zholobot of (he 
state Agro-Industrial Committee (Gosagroprom) told the Tass 
news agency ha nesting rates were- also ahead of those achieved 

last year when 21 1 million tonnes were reaped. But he added: “It 
would nut be quite wise to forecast the total crop now since there 
are still two months of harvesting ahead.” The US Department of 
Agriculture last month forecast this year’s Soviet crop at 215 
million tonnes, while the London-based International Wheal 
Council predicted 2 IX million tonnes. Zboiobov. a member of the 
Gosagroprom collegium, said hot w ea thcr in northern areas of (he 
country and rain in normally dry areas of the south could have 
caused problems for this j ear’s crop. “Bui, despite all the weather 
deviations, there was no disaster anywhere. Drought did nut 
exceed ordinary proportions, though it hit quite sizeable 
territories. “The north Caucasus and the Ukraine, where fields 
were flooded with rain sometime ago. have harvested more grain 
than last year at the same time,” he added. 

Shultz hints US could aid 
Argentina with new loan 

BUENOS AIRES. Aug 3, (Reuter): Secretary of State George 
Shultz, in Argentina for talks on the economy and other issues, 
has hinted that Washington would help the country cope with its 
severe debt crisis by providing a new loan. Argentina has been 
negotiating a $500- million bridging loanwilh W ashington that 
would help Buenos Aires pay service charges on its S55-biI!ion 
foreign debt, according to banking sources. A US official told 
reporters Shultz said in an interview recorded for broadcast on 
US television today that it appeared the negotiations were going 
well. “He will be saving that he believed that there had been good 
discussions between the Argentines and our T reasory and Federal 
Reserve and (hat he thought that those discussions would be 
productive and fruitful.” the official said. US officials travelling 
with Shultz said the strain on Argentina as it struggled to sen Ice 
its debts was severe and worrying. Shultz offered at several points 
on Tuesday to help Argentina with its economic problems in any 
way he could, the official said in briefing reporters. The secretary, 
on a nine-nation. I D-day Latin American tour, met President 
Raul Alfonsin, Foreign Minister Dante Caputo, Economic Mini- 
ster J nan Sourroui lie and other top officials to discuss economics, 
drug interdiction, and other issues. He praised Argentina 
repeatedly for its return to democracy after years of military rule 
following the 1982 Falklands war, calling the country a stirring 
example to the w orld. In his luncheon talk. Shultz urged economic 
reforms to combat (he country's debt and inflation crisis. “Noth- 
ing consolidates political freedom as much as economic well- 
being. which needs, in turn, strong macroeconomic policies and 
long-term structural reform,” he said. A Ifonsin's government this 
week began unveiling an austerity programme aimed at curbing 
inflation, now running at over 20 per cent a month, through public 
sector spending cuts. Shultz's visit drew protests from left-wing 
political parties, including a rally in which some 8,000 marched on 
the Argentine Congress, chanting anti-US slogans. 

Boussena appointed chief 
of Algerian oil company 

A LGI ERS. Aug 3. (OPECN A ): A new director-general has been 
appointed for the Algerian national oil company, Sonatrach. He 
is Sadek Boussena. 40. who takes over from Youccf Yousfi named 
president of recently-created holding companies set up to improve 
the performance of large state enterprises. Boussena has held 
various top positions in the Algerian national oil industry. In the 
past fifteen years, he has been economic analyst and adviser, 
director of economic and legal affairs and director-general for 
planning and management. In 1981 , he was appointed secretary- 
general of the Ministry of Energy and Petrochemical Industries. 
The new Sonatrach director-general sat on various OPEC tech- 
nical committees between 1973 and 1981. He has been ihe OPEC 
governor for Algeria since 1981. According to an oil industry 
source, Boussena's appointment is a crucial part of the current 
restructuring of Algerian national enterprises seen by the govern- 
ment as a means of improving the efficiency and productivity of 
the economy- The source added that the goal of the restructure is 
to give more autonomy and decision-making power to state- 
owned enterprises expected to operation on the basis of “essen- 
tially economic criteria.” 

San Jose oil facility to be 
extended for another year 

CARACAS. Aug 3. (OPECN A): OPEC member Venezuela and 
non-OPEC oil producer Mexico will extend their joint oil facility 
programme of crude supplies to central and Caribbean countries 
for another year. Venezuelan President Jaime Lusiuchi and 
Mexico's head of state Hurtado Miguel de La Madrid said in a 
joint statement, issued simultaneously here and iu Mexico City, 
that the extension will be with immediate effect. Under the 
programme, known as the San Jose accord, Venezuela and 
Mexico will together supply 130,000 BPD of erode to nine Latin 
American and Caribbean countries. According to the announ- 
cement, the terms of the accord which began in 1980, will remain 
unchanged. Belize is an additional country bene fitting from the 
programme which so far has covered Panama, Costa Rica, 
Honduras, Guatemala, El Salvador, Barbados, Jamaica and the 
Dominican Republic. Venezuela and Mexico began supplying 
crude to the Latin .American and Caribbean nations raider the San 
Jose accord in 1980. 

US urged to take lead 
to help ease Third World debt 

WASHINGTON, Aug 3, (AP): Two top US financiers and a 
former cabinet member from Colombia called on the -United 
States to take the lead in a new strategy for easing the burden on 
the Third World of its $1 .2-trillion debt. James D. Robinson III, 
chairman of the American Express Co., on Tuesday pressed for 
setting up an independent ‘institute of international debt and 
development” to buy up Third World debt at a discount and 
benefit the debtors by reducing interest rales. He said this should 
be done through a joint venture by the World Bank and its sister 
organisation, the International Monetary Fund, Both the World 
Bank and the IMF have 15! member governments, with the 
United States having the biggest voting strength, but decisions for 
both bodies are reached mainly through consensus. Eugene H. 
Rotberg, executive vice-president of Merrill Lynch and Co., and 
Rodrigo Botero, former Finance Minister of Colombia, both 
supported a role in this matter for the World Bank, where Rotberg 
served as vice-president. All three spoke on Tuesday ata hearing 
of the subcommittee on international finance of the Senate 
Banking Committee. Botero also noted the fragility of 
democracy among Latin American debtor nations. “A remarka- 
ble aspect of the debt crisis so far is the commitment of democratic 
governments in the region to remain within the existing inter- 
national framework and to fulfil external obligations at a high 
political cost," said Botero.. He added: “This committee should 
not be taken for granted.” Botero is a visiting scholar at the 
Harvard Centre for International Relations. He cited the strong 
showing in the recent Mexican election of Cuabetemoc Cardenas, 
who urged suspension of debt payments. He also mentioned the 
situation in Argentina, where the Peronist candidate in next 
year's election also favours a moratorium on debt payment.

LAUSANNE Switzerland, Aug 
3, (AP): The price monitoring 
commiueeoftheOrgaaisationof 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
began meeting today to discuss 
world oil market price develop- 
ments since the last regular 
OPEC conference in June. 

The live-nation committee, 
comprising ministers from Ven- 
ezuela. Nigeria. Saudi Arabia, 
Indonesia and Algeria, met 
behind closed doors at a luxury 
hotel in this lakeside city. Con- 
ference members said the meet- 
ing would last one or two days. 

Quota 

Venezuelan Oil Minister 
Arturo Hernandez Grisanti said 
yesterday that one item on the 
egenda would be a report by 
OPEC secretary -general 
Subroto, of Indonesia, on his 
visit *o the United Arab Emirates 
in July. 

Subroto visited the UAE after 


it decided to abandon its OPEC 
oil output quota of 948.000 
barrels a day and to aim to 
produce up to 1 .5 million. 

The committee is also to dis- 
cuss the OPEC auditors’ report 
for OPEC production in May, as 
well as estimates from secondary 
sources for June and July 
production. _ 

Prices 

Indonesian Oil Minister Gin- 
andjar Karlasasmita said yester- 
day that industry estimates for 
June OPEC prod uction were bet- 
ween 18.54-18.56 million barrels 
a day, while July production 
estimates were understood to be 
around 19 million barrels a day. 

One OPEC delegate source 
said “19 million barrels a day is 
defini tely loo much ( for OPEC to 
be produciog). We will never see 
prices recover in the short-to- 
medium term at that level.” 

In a related development. 


Saudi Arabian Oil Minister 
Hisham Nazer, responding to 
press reports that his country’s 
oil output in July was above its 
OPEC quota, said today “that is 
wrong.” He said Saudi Arabia is 
producing within its output 
quota of 4.343 million barrels a 
day. 

The OPEC price committee is 
empowered to study world oil 
price trends, and to rail an emer- 
gency meeting of the fiili 13- 
member OPEC ministerial con- 
ference if it finds that world oil 
prices have diverged significan- 
tly from OPECs SIS a barrel 
average reference price. 

Production 

OPEC president Rilwanu 
Lukman, Nigeria's Oil Minister, 
said yesterday that a full OPEC 
meeting could not be excluded. 

Delegate sources said that 
another topic of discussion by 
the pricing committee would be 


the effect on OPEC production 
levels of a possible ceasefire bet- 
ween Iran and Iraq. 

The sources said that two 
opinions have apparently arisen 
on the possible effect. 

Some within OPEC believe a 
ceasefire could result in the two 
countries' flooding world oil 
markets with crude as they try to 
sell more oil to finance the recon- 
struction of their war-torn eco- 
nomies. 

Others seem to think that an 
end to the war would mean 
greater co-operation within 
OPEC and lead to production 
restraint, the sources said. 

Crude oil prices dropped 
nearly 50 cents a barrel yesterday 
on reports of overproduction by 
OPEC members and doubts that 
the organisation's pricing com- 
mittee will hammer out a solu- 
tion at its meeting. 

Crude oil for delivery in Sep- 


tember finished down 47 cents at 
$15.61 a barrel on the New York 
mercantile exchange. Traders 
said selling accelerated after the 
September contract fell through 
a key barrier of 515.80 a barrel. 

“The market now expects little 
positive action to come outof the 
price committee meeting,” said 
John O’Connell, research direc- 
tor of Refco Inc. 

North Sea Brent oil for Sep- 
tember was quoted at $14.95 a 
barrel on the spot market, down 
50 cents from Monday's close. 

Meanwhile, Gulf oD industry 
sources told Reuters that oil out- 
put by the six Gulf members of 
OPEC exceeded their combined 
assigned quotas by 2 million 
barrels in July. The six producers 
— Saudi Arabia, Iran, Iraq, 
Kuwait. Qatar and the UAE — 
produced 12.5 milli on barrels a 
day in July, the highest level in 
one year, the sources said. 


Mexico 
to seek 
increase 
in coffee 
export quota 


MEXICO CITY. Aug 3. (UPL): 
Mexico, the world's fourth lar- 
gest coffee prod ucer. will request 
an increase of its coffee export 
quota at the next International 
Coffee Organisation meeting, 
officials said today. 

Antonio Alvarez, chief spok- 
esman for the government-fun- 
ded Mexican Coffee Institute 
told United Press International 
that a sharp drop in cofiee prices 
last month will have a severe 
impact on the country's already 
fragile economy, and will force 
Mexico to requests higher coffee 
export quota for the 1988-89 
crop. 

“Mexico will try to gel a better 
export quota for next year. Con- 
stant reductions in our export 
quotas are affecting not only our 
economy but also the national 
coffee producers.” Alvarez said. 

Coffee is Mexico's second lar- 
gest export after oil. Mexico ear- 
ned $575 million for its 1986- 
19S7crop. 

Increase 

Officials and analysis agreed 
that Mexico needs to increase its 
coffee exports to generate more 
foreign exchange to service its $ 
103 billion foreign debt 

Afvarezsuid Mexico will make 
its request at the next meeting of 
the ICO's 74 member countries. 
No final date had been set for the 
meeting in London where the 
ICO is based, but Alvarez said it 
was likely to be held in the second 
ha If of September. Fifty of the 74 
ICO members are coffee- expor- 
ters and the remaining are con- 
sumers. 

Alvarez said Mexico's initial 
export quota was 2.2 million 
bagsforlhe 1987-88 crop, but the 
figure was later reduced to 2 
million bags due to an excess 
offer on the world markets. Mex- 
ico had already exported 1.74 
million bags by the end of June 
and i‘ expected to complete its 
quota by the end of August. One 
bag amounts to 132.32 pounds 
(60 Vg) of coffee. 

The total coffee export quotas 
for uit the ICO producers for 
1937-8S is 53 million bags, and 
Mexico's share is 4.4 per cent. 

Mexico is the world’s fourth 
largest coffee producer and 
exporter after Brazil. Colombia 
and Indonesia. 

Mexico's last export reduction 
came last month when the price 
of coffee in international mark- 
ets dived from 5126 a bag to 
$114.03. 

Coffee prices peaked at S240 a 
bag in 1985-S6. following a 
severe drought in Brazil. Mex- 
ico's coffee exports peaked at 
S86J.66 million that year. Prices 
collapsed to 597 a bag in 1986-87 
when both Brazil and Colombia 
had record crops. 

“Let's hope that the recent 
reduction in export quotas will 
stabilise coffee prices. The ICO 
members have to agree on a cer- 
tain mechanism to revitalise 
prices." Alvarez said. 

The ICO derides on a global 
coffee quota to prevent world 
prices from failing loo low and 
then allocates individual quotas 
to the exporting countries, 
depending on their coffee’s 
production and quality. 


Tourism on the 
rise in Turkey 


ANKARA, Aug 3. (Reuter): The 
number of tourists visiting 
Turkey rose by 39 percent in the 
first six months of 1988 to 1.54 
million compared to the same 
period of 1987. 

Tourism revenues rose 24 per 
cent to S569 million in the first 
five months of the year compared 
to the 1987 period to end-May. 
Tourism Ministry officials 
added. 

West German tourists were 
the most numerous, numbering 
290.000- ALout 161.000 Greek 
tourists were also registered.

Dollar holds steady, gold moves up 


LONDON, Aug 3, ( Reuter): The 
dollar held steady today, but 
dealers said they were being 
cautious about buying more 
until the United SLales releases 
its unemployment figures for 
July on Friday. 

Thai data will provide the first 
sign of how quickly the US econ- 
omy grew last month. Dealers 
say that, if the economy keeps 
expanding strongly, the US cen- 
tral bank might want to raise 
interest rates to dampen the risk 
of inflation. 

The dollar was hardly changed 
to close in Europe at 1 .8745 West 
German marks and 132.85 
Japanese yen. It traded at 1.71 
dollars to the British pound ster- 
ling. 

Nervous 

On Wall Street, investors were 
nervous. The Dow Jones indus- 
trial average rose just 1 .78 points 
to 2, 1 33.00 at midday. 

“Some investors expected 
Friday's jobs report to show the 
economy may be too strong for 
the Federal Reserve, which could 
then raise the discount rale,” said 
Alan Ackerman, an analyst at 
Wall Street brokets Gruntal. 

Higher interest rates could cut 
business profits and make shares 
a less attractive investment. But 
since they raise returns on such 
assets as bank accounts and 
bonds, higher rales increase 
demand for dollars. 

Gold bullion was fixed in Lon- 
don this afternoon at $434.10 an 
ounce, up $2.85 from the morn- 


ing fix and $1 .35 from yesterday 
afternoon. 

Stock markets were mixed. 

Paris, Sydney and Hong Kong 
shares eased and West German 
stocks were mixed. 

In London, share prices edged 
towards the day’s highs in late 
afternoon trading, reflecting 
Wall Street’s recovery from early 
modest declines. 

Dealers said interest remained 
largely focused on speculative 
stocks while a lower -terling 
underpinned demand for inter- 
national issues. 

At 1 520 GMT, the FTSE 100 
share index was 9.4 up at 1 .864.9 
after a high of 1 ,866.4 on a 1 500 
GMT turnover of 376.8 million 
shares. 

Among the internationals. ICI 
rose Up to 1.058, Glaxo 6p to 
979. BP lp to 260 and British 
Aerospace 9p to 483. 

Favour 

The property sector returned 
to favour after recent neglect, 
chiefly in reaction to Peachey’s 
defence document to a £265 
million hid from Dutch company 
Wereldave. MEPC added 13pat 
560 and Land Securities firmed 
12p to 589. 

Peachey, Ip higher at 624, 
estimated its net asset value for 
the year ended June 24, 1988, at 
629p per share, up 47 per cent on 
the comparative period and com- 
pared this with Wereldave's bid 
of6!2p. 

Property analysis said alth- 
ough the market had been gen- 


erally expecting Peachey's latest 
valuation to be in excess of £6, 
the rate of gain was surprising. 

Analysts said the bulk of the 
gain in Peachey’s asset value 
appeared to stem from a 70 per 
cent growth in the value of a 
block of properties in Carnaby 
Street, London.

Texaco plans to sell interest in Texaco Canada 


N EW YORK, Aug 3. t AP): Tex- 
aco Inc., fresh from victory in a 
bitter proxy fight with corporate 
raider Carl Icahn, said today it 
has decided to sell its 78 per cent 
interest in Texaco Canada Inc. 

Sale of Texaco's stake, which 
is worth about 52.7 billion al its 
current slock price, would be the 
third major sale of operating 
assets under Texaco's continuing 
55-billion restructuring 
programme. 

The White Plains. New York- 
based oil giant has been studying 
various options surrounding 
Texaco Canada, including the 
possible sale, merger or joint ven- 
ture of some or all of the stake. 

James W. Kinncar, Texaco’s 
president and chief executive 


officer, said: “We have con- 
cluded that pursuing negotia- 
tions toward sale of our interest 
best meets" the objective of max- 
imising Texaco Canada’s value 
to the company and its sharehol- 
ders. 

Assets 

The company said in a 
statement it might be interested 
in retaining certain Texaco Can- 
ada assets, particularly its 
foreign exploration venture with 
Texaco. 

Texaco Canada owns two 
refineries and two lubricant- 
blending and grease-making 
plants in Canada. The subsidiary 
has 1,800 Texaco-brand retail 
oulieis across Canada. 

The operation controls 10.4 


per cent of the Canadian 
petroleum products market and 
13.5 per cent of the gasoline 
market 

Both Husky Oil Ltd., and 
Occidental Petroleum Corp. 
have pubtidy stated their interest 
in the Canadian operation in the 
past. 

Operations 

In addition, Icahn said in June 
that he had discussed a Texaco 
takeover with both Husky and 
Gulf Canada Ltd. The talks were 
aimed al forging a joint venture 
but apparently were unsuccess- 
ful. 

Texaco defeated Icahn in a 
proxy fight for five seats on the 
oil giant's board. 


In June, Texaco announced it 
would sell its West German 
operations for $1.25 billion tc 
Rheinisb-Westfaeliscbes Elek- 
trizitaetswerk AG. Also that 
month, Texaco entered into a 
SI. 28-billion deal to sell 50 per 
cent ofits refining and marketing 
operations in 23 states to Saudi 
Arabia. 

The company has said it plans 
to distribute to shareholders $1 .7 
billion of the money it raises in 
the restructuring. . 

The keystone of Texaco’s res- 
tructuring plan was a $3-bilIion 
payment to Pennzoil Co. to settle 
a lawsuit resulting from Texaco’s 
1 984 acq uisition of Getty Oil Co. 
after Pennzoil had made earlier 
moves to acquire Getty. 


US Senate debates 
trade bill changes 


WASHINGTON. Aug 3, 
I Reuter): Senate Democratic 
leaders today were fending olT 
lust-minute attempts to change a 
bill that would overhaul US 
trade policy. 

The debate, which began on 
Tuesday, took on heavy political 
overtones as Senator Lloyd Bcn- 
tsen. the Democratic nominee 
for Vice-President, led the 
attempt to win final passage. 

Under the legislation, which 
was passed overwhelmingly in 
the House of Representatives, 
the United States would be for- 
ced to retaliate against trading 
partners believed to have unfair 
barriers to US products. 

“It is designed not to close 
markets, but to open markets,'' 
Bentscn told colleagues. 

Retaliation 

Critics say the bill would 
prompt retaliation from the 
nations feeling its brunt — par- 
ticularly Japan, West Germany, 
South Korea and Taiwan. 

Democratic leaders led the 
fight against 1 5 amendments to 
change the controversial 
measure, which was vetoed by 
President Ronald Reagan in 
May and revised to meet his chief 
objections. 

Any changes to the bill would 
cast serious doubt on its passage 
this year because they would 
reopen negotiations between the 
House and Senate, which have 
already spent three years trying 
to craft a bill. 


In an early test, the Senate 
rejected a bid to impose restric- 
tions on furs imported from the 
Soviet Union. That effort was 
defeated by a 54-32 vote. 

Fund 

The trade bill would set up a 
fund to assist American workers 
made jobless because of import 
competition, and alter the legal 
definition of bribes made by US 
firms conducting business over- 
seas. 

The measure also imposes 
sanctions against Japan's 
Toshiba Corp and Kongsberg 
Vaapenfabrikk of Norway for 
selling military technology to the 
Soviet Union. 

Action on the trade bill came 
the day after Reagan reversed 
himself and reluctantly accepted 
a bill that forces big companies to 
give 60 days' notice before clos- 
ing a plant or ordering mass 
layoffs. 


IDB loan for 
Bangladesh 


JEDDAH. Aug 3. (OPECNA): 
The Islamic Development Bank 
(IDB) is to extend a $4-miilion 
loan to finance the import of 
phosphoric acid by Bangladesh. 

The agreement was signed 
here on Sunday by IDB's vice 
president Ousmane Seek and 
Bangladesh Consul to Jeddah, 
Sayyed Moazam Ali. 


Brittan likely to side 
with EEC on currency 


LONDON, Aug 3, Leon Brillan, 
newly appoints commissioner 
in Europe, is expected to support 
efforts to persuade the govern- 
ment to join the European Mon- 
etary System despite Mrs That- 
cher's opposition, according to a 
UK daily. 

His stance casts doubt on a 
view held in Westminster that he 
will prove significantly more 
pliable than Lord Cockfield, 
whom senior ministers privately 
accuse of having “gone native" 
during his four years in Brussels. 

He is understood to be con- 
sidering the unusual step of 
appointing the equivalent of a 
parliamentary private secretary 
— an MP who will act as his eyes 
and ears in Westminster. This 
will be seen as evidence that Brit- 
tan. who i$48, intends eventually 
to return to domestic politics. 

His support for British entry 
into the EMS contrasts with the 
tone of Mrs Thatcher's outs- 
poken remarks on radio’s Jimmy 
Young Show last week in which 
she dismissed moves towards 
European monetary and 
political union. 

It could bring Brittan, who 
takes up his new post in January,, 
into early conflict with the prime 
minister, since, unlike former 
Cabinet colleagues, he will be 
able to speak freely in public once 
he takes over. 

He has refused to make any 

f olicy pronouncements on 
uropc since his appointment 


eight days ago. But he has never 
recanted from a little noticed 
declaration during the budget 
debate in 1986. when he came out 
Strongly in favourofearly British 
enlry into the EMS. 

Brittan, who had recently 
resigned from the Cabinet over 
the Westland affair, told the 
Commons: “I conclude that the 
moment is approaching very 
rapidly — if it has not already 
arrived — when we will fully join 
the EMS.” 

Officially the government’s 
position is that it will join the 
EMS when the timeis right.” But 
Mrs Thatcher is known to 
oppose entry in the foreseeable 
future despite the views of some 
of her most senior ministers and 
some backbenchers who are 
under pressure from business- 
men in their constituencies: they 
argue that a freely floating 
pound hits exports. 

Close parliamentary collea- 
gues of Brittan see him as a sym- 
bol of independence. Irritated by 
suggestions that he will be a 
"poodle” of the Thatcher gover- 
nment. they point out that he has 
differed openly and sharply on a 
number of Government policies 
since resigning from the Cabinet 
over two years ago. 

Besides his distinctive line on 
the EMS, they cite his criticism in 
this year's budget debate of the 
chancellor’s promise of an 
income tax target of 20p in the 
pound. 


International economic sanctions 
trim South African exports 




TORONTO, Aug 3, (Reuter): 
International economic sanc- 
tions have trimmed South 
African exports by seven per cent 
since 1985 but several nations 
have filled that gap by defying 
trade bans, a report commis- 
sioned by Commonwealth 
foreign ministers said. 

The United States. Canada, 
Australia, Denmark, Finland, 
France, Ireland, New Zealand, 
Norway and Sweden cut total 
imports from South Africa to 
S2.18 billion in 1987 from $3.39 
billion in 1985, Commonwealth 
sources quoting from the report 
told Reuters on Tuesday. 

But the reduction has been 
eliminated by increased pur- 
chases from Japan, Taiwan. 
West Germany, Italy, Spain and 
Turkey. 

Sanctions 

"It's clear that the limited san- 
ctions on South Africa have had 
an effect, both economically and 
politicaMy.” said one delegate. 
“But these other countries must 
stop importing.” 

The report, said to be the first 
time international trade data has 
been compped on the impact of 
sanctions, is to be discussed on 
the second of a two-day meeting 
of Commonwealth foreign mini- 
sters on apartheid today. 

Exports 

The study urges Common- 
wealth countries to step up pres- 
sure against those countries 
which are increasing trade with 
South Africa and recommends 
widening existing bans to cover 
such items as copper, tin, zinc, 
wool, cotton and wood pulp 
which are readily available in 
other countries. 

Wool and wood pulp, for 


example, each account for two 
per cent of South Africa’s 
exports, the report says. 

Commonwealth Secretary-Ge- 
neral Shridath Raraphal. who 
called for tougher sanctions in 
his opening remarks to the meet- 
ing on Tuesday, told Reuters, 
“we'll Ireve to look at other 
products.” 

The existing sanctions univer- 
sally applied, coupled with a ban 
on the items proposed by the 
report, would account for 30 per 
cent of total South African 
exports, one delegate said. 

Purchases 

“The economy won't grind to 
a halt but their living conditions 
will be affected,” said the 
delegate, who asked not to be 
identified. “You’re iryi..g to 
create discomfort. You want the 
Whites to feel the price of apar- 
theid.” 

The sanctions have caused 
South Africa to drop the price of 
some of its goods to attract new 
buyers. 

Spain. Hong Kong, South 
Korea, Belgium. Taiwan. Neth- 
erlands and Portugal are named 
as nations which have recently 
increased their coal purchases, 
while Turkey. Israel and Argen- 
tina are among nations that now 
buy more South African iron and 
steel. 

“They’re taking advantage of 
sanctions by buying cheaper 
products,” the delegate said. 

The United States, among 
those that reduced its imports the 
most, bought 5965 million less in 
goods from South Africa last 
year, or 42 per cent, than it did 
three years go. 

Denmark slashed its imports 
by $135 million, or 96 per cent, 


last year over 19S5. 

Japan is named us thecountr ^ 
ihaLhas most increased the valuer i 
of its imports of South African ■ 
goods, buying $748 million more 
th3nitdidin 1985. a 44 per rent 
increase. 

Taiwan, with the greatest per- 
centage increase ta South 
African imports, bought $30S 
million more in goods last year, 
or 146 per cent more than it did 
three years ago. 

The report was compiled by 
international experts usingpubl'- 
ished data fiom South Africa's 
trading partners. It covers all 
aspects of its trade except for 
arms and oil. 9 

A final report on sanction.-; i> 
due in May but the statistic, on 
its exports are not expected to 
change. 

Foreign ministers interviewed 
about the statistics said they had 
not yet studied the report but 
supported its calls for increased 
diplomatic pressure. 

Sanctions 

Some. like Zimbabwean 
Foreign Affairs Minister Nathan 
Shamuyarira said any new sanc- 
tions would be welcomed. “We 
must have a wider and tighter 
programme. ” he said. 

The report also says South 
Africa has obtained an increos- ^ 


ing amount of trade credits, 
under which it is craned a certain 
period of time to pay back its 
shopping bills. 

West Germany imported S2S9 
million more last year than three 
years ago, a 30 per cent increase; 
Italy bought SI 63 million more, 
or 10 per cent; Spain climbed 
$145 million, or 84 per cent, and 
Turkey wiih$l 16million more in 
goods jumped 132 percent. 


Anglo-lraqi trade set 
for further expansion 


LONDON. Aug 3, (KUNA): 
Anglo-lraqi trade, already show- 
ing sign! * if revival as the result of 
Baghdad’s stronger economy, 
seemed set for further expansion, 
according to figures released 
here today. 

Provisional British estimates 
indicated that the UK exports to 
Iraq totalled £115 million in the 
January-April period this year, 
20 percent up on the same period 
of 1987. 

Over the same period, British 
imports from Iraq declined from 
£40 million to 22 million, repor- 
ted the London fortnightly 
magazine, Mid-East Markets. 

The net result is that the British 


surplus on bilateral trade rose 
from £56 million to 93 million. 


Relations 

“The Iraqi market is looking 
up,” Dennis Cumming, chair- 
man of the advisory committee 
for Mid dle East Trade 
(COMET) was quoted as saying 
by the publication which is part 
of the Financial Tunes group. 

COMET is a British depart- 
ment of trade-sponsored body 
which links British companies 
trading with the Middle East. 


“We have good relations with 
the Iraqis, and there are sig- 
nificant opportunities in almost 
all sectors,” he added. 

Iraq's cashflow situation was 
greatly improved compared to 
recent years when oil prices were 
low and Baghdad's exports were 
restricted by Iran’s destruction 
of Iraqi oil terminals at the start 
of Gulf war. 

However, he noted that the 
need to finance the war was still a 
major constraint on civilian 
trade. 

British companies are eviden- 
tly aware of the prospects, for 
peace, with Iran's acceptance of 
the ceasefire resolution, showing 
strong interest in attending the 
Baghdad international trade fair 
in November. 

Cumming believed that this 
move was in sharp contrast to 
previous years, when “it got to 
the stage where companies had to 
be persuaded to attend.” 

One reason for the buoyancy 
of UK-lraqi trade has been a 
series of British lines of credit to 
Baghdad since 1984, and further 
credit agreements are in prosp- 
ect, said Mid-East Markets. 


Egypt raises oil prices 


CAIRO, Egypt. Aug. 3 (AP): 
Egypt today announced it was 
raising its oG export prices for all 
grades by $1 .40 per barrel for the 
first half of August, a senior oil 
ministry official said. 

Hammad Ayoub, the minis- 
try’s director of foreign sales, 
said the new price of the top- 
grade Gulf of Suez was $14.15 
per barrel. 

He said Belayim would sell for 
$13.30 per barrel, Ras Badran 
for $12.15 a barrel and Ras 
Ghareb for $ 1 1 .85 a barrel. 


He said the prices were effec- 
tive Aug 1-15. 

“Egypt hopes that world 
market oil prices stabilise until 
they reach the benchmark agreed 
upon among OPEC members of 
$18 a barrel,” Ayoub was later 
quoted by the official Middle 
East News Agency as saying. 

Egypt is not a memberof the 
Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries, but its 
pricing and production policies 
are generally guided by the 
organisation's actions.

Why we have a skeleton 

The movements of the 
body are carried out by 
special bundles of flesh 
called muscles. However, 
the complex muscular sys- 
tem would not be able to 
function at all if it were not 
supported by a suitable 
structure. This structure is 
the skeleton. It is in reality 
a kind of framework which 
supports the body. 

Airhough this descrip- 
tion is correct to a certain 
e.vtenl it is not the whole 
story. First of all because 
the skeleton is a framework 
which is capable of very 
complex movements, quite 
different from ordinary 
frameworks; in the second 
place because the function 
of supporting the body is 


not the sole purpose of the 
skeleton . The bones are not 
only more or less strong 
supports, well and efficien- 
tly jointed together, but 
they are also living 
elements of our bodies, 
organs which are entrusted 
with delicate tasks. 

In the central cavity of 
almost all bones, for ins- 
tance, there is a soft tissue 
known as . the bone 
marrow, which in the long 
bones has the task of 
producing the red and 
white cells of the blood. 
Although they appear 
solid the bones arc pen- 
etrated by a large number 
of tiny holes through 
which pass the blood ves- 
sels which feed the bones 
themselves.

also pass through tocollect 
from l he marrow the blood 
cells just mentioned and 
put them into circulation. 

Since the tasks of the 
skeleton are so important 
and delicate it is easy to 




understand the advice doc- 
tors give to all, but par- 
ticularly to the young, to 
enrich their diet with cal- 
cium and phosphorus, 
without which the bones 
would become either too 
fragile or too hard.

Diego Yacht Club’s Demus Con- 
ner, the skipper of the Cup holder 
American’s controversial 
catamaran. 

“With a team of Kiwi battlers 
and a lot of luck, maybe the 
catamaran will get the 
and self-destruct,” Fay said. 

Barnes has been world cham- 
pion in the 470 class three times 
and skippered KZ7 — New 
Zealand’ challenge vessel' in the 
last America’s Cup series off 
Fremantle — when it won the 
World 12-metre Championship 
at Sardinia last year. 

Helmsman 

Lester is a former world OK 
dinghy champion and was helm- 
sman of Propaganda, the top 
boat in Britain’s Admiral’s Cup 
series last year. 

Morris is the computer 
development manager for Fay’s 
challenge. He took part in the

Fay said Barnes, 30, would get 
the best from both New Zealand 
and its crew. 

“He has a huge task ahead of 
him, skippering the biggest boat 
built to contest the Cup in more 
than 50 years, and trying to beata 
catamaran which is so much fas- 
ter than we are.”

Unseeded Nelson extends Becker 


INDIANAPOLIS, . Aug 3, 
(Agencies): Two-time Wim- 
bledon champion Boris Becker 
was pushed to three sets before 
winning and fourth-seed Tim 
Mayotte was upset in the second 
round of the US Men’s Hard- 


ier, the West German 
superstar ranked fifth in the 
world and the top seed in 
$415,000 tournament battled 
two hours and 29 minutes for his 
6-3 6-7 (4-7) 6-2 victory over 
unseeded American Todd Nel- 
son. 

Mayotte, ranked 10th in the 
world, was ousted by fellow 
American Mark Dickson 7-6 (7- 
2)6-3. 

Faults 

Becker did not lose his service, 
making 12 aces and committing 
nine double faults, with one giv- 
ing Nelson the second set - 

Jimmy Connors, the No. 2 
seed, and fifth-seeded John 
McEnroe were to begin play this 
evening. Connors was to open 
against Pieter Aldrich of South 
Africa and McEnroe was to play 
Dan Cassidy. Third-seeded Brad 
Gilbert was to meet Jimmy 
Brown in an afternoon match. 

Becker broke Nelson’s serve in 
the fourth game of the opening 
set when Nelson hit four straigh t 
volleys into the net. Becker, a 
two-time Wimbledon winner 
and ranked fourth in the world, 
used his powerful serve to finish 


off the set 

Nelson survived three break 
points to win the ninth game of 
the second set and take a 5-4 lead. 
The San Diego resident hit a 
crosscourt winner to take -the 
match’s longest game. Becker 
committed four unforced errors 
in the game. 

Nelson won the first five 


:Iped by a double fault and two 
shots beyond the baseline by 
Becker. The West German took 
the neat three points, then hit a 
volley into the net to give Nelson 
triple set point. Becker served his 
1 2th ace of the’ match, then dou- 
ble faulted to drop the set 

Nelson, who lost 7-6, 7-5, to 
Becker three- years ago in their 
only previous meeting, lost his 
serve in the sixth game of the final ‘ 
set.

Slaney hopes to bury Los Angeles nightmare

EUGENE, Oregon, Aug 3, 
( Reuter): One of the most haunt- 
ing memories of the Los Angeles 
Olympics remains the image of 
American Mary Slaney being 
carried from Lhe coliseum in tears 
after crashing Lo the track in the 
3,000 metres final. 

Slaney clear favourite for Lhe 
gold medal after her thrilling 
1,500-3,000 double in the Hel- 
sinki World Championships two 
years earlier, had been a teenage 
prodigy who fulfilled all her 
heady promise. 

At 14 she became the youngest 
athlete to represent her country 
in international competition 
when she ran a mile in the indoor 
US-Soviet Union meeting in 
1973. 

She went on to set five world 
and 21 US records and reached 
the high point of her career when 
she outraced the best runners in 
the world in the Finnish capital. 

Memories 

But Slaney, who was also the 
women’s overall champion in the 
first Grand Prix circuit three 
years ago, has no happy 
memories of the Olympics. 

In 1976 she was injured and in 
1980 the United States boycotted 
the Moscow Olympics. 

Then came 1984 and the most 
biller disappointment of all. 

Slaney and Briton Zola Budd 
were involved in a collision 
which left Slaney distraught on 
Lhe track and Budd also in tern* 
as the crowd booed her during 
the rest of the race. 

Slaney, carried from the col- 
iseum in the burly arms of her 
then-fiance and now husband 
Richard, held a news conference 
which ended suddenly when she

again dissolved in tears. 

So when did Slaney start thin- 
king about Seoul? 


“I started thinking about it 
about three hours after the 
clash,” she told Reuters. 


“For a variety of reasons. I've 
never won a medal at the Olym- 
pics. I would, like to achieve that 
at Seoul. 

"I want to be strong, fit and 
healthy and I want just to cross 
that finish line. Especially after 
'84, crossing the finish line is very 
important ’’ 

Much has happened in Slan- 
ey’s life in the past four years. 

She married British discuss 
thrower Richard Slaney on New 
Year’s Day, 1985. 

The pair have a daughter, 
Ashley Lynn, who was born on 
May 30, 1986. 

Trains 

And Slaney now has a new 
coach, Brazilian Luiz de Oliveira 
who lives in Eugene and trains a 
number of world-class runners 
including Brazil’s 1984 Olympic 
800 metres champion Joaquim 
Cruz. 

These changes have helped 
bring a new maturity and peace 
of mind to the American, who 
turns 30 on August 4. 

“She's more confident of her- 
self as a person now," says hus- 
band Richard. “Maty is more 
relaxed. You can think about 
things on the track too much. 
Being involved with the family is 
a positive influence. ” 

De Oliveira, who has been her 
coachsince 1985, agrees. 

“You can't live for training,” 
he said. “1 suspect Mary was 
much like that before. She loves 
Richard and she loves being a 
mother and these are positive dis- 
tractions.” 

Slaney is the epitome of a dot- 
ing mother, eager to show 
visitors the latest picture of her 


daughter. 

‘Tm happy with my life,” she 
said. “I don’t think I’m putting as 
much pressure on myself as 
before. I think Tve calmed down 
a little bit.” 

Slaney 's injury-disrupted 
career has been largely due to 
overtraining but now she seems 
to have cured a tendency to run 
too far, too fasL 

“She’s not running as many 
miles and she's taking one day off 
a week.”De Oliveira said- “She is 
able to bold herself back. That is 
really helping Mary. 

“The one thing that hasn't 
changed is her motivation. She 
hasn’t lost thaL" 

Slaney, who still holds the 
world mile record and all 
American records from 800 to 
10,000 metres, missed last season 
through calf and Achilles tendon 
injuries. 

She started this season with 
some trepidation but has gone 
undefeated in her nine races so 
fax, including five in nine days at 
the US trials. 

“I’m looking at running a 
good 3,000 in Zurich (on August 
17)” she said. “It’s probably the 
last good, quality race before the 
Olympics. 

Speed 

“I think it’s important to get 
some good races in. I haven’t 
really raced since the'85 season." 

Slaney believes she is in the 
best shape of her life. “And we 
• haven’t even begun speed work 
yet.” 

Husband Richard is also look- 
ing forward to the Olympics. 
“Hopefully I’ll be carrying her 
off again,” he grins. “Under dif- 
ferent circumstances.'' 


Olympic diver 
charged with 
homicide 

BRANDON, Florida, Aug 3, 
(AP): Bruce Kimball, a 1984 
Olympic silver medallist and 
contender for a spot on the US 
diving team that will compete in 
the 1988 Games in Seoul, was 
charged yesterday with two 
counts of vehicular homicide. 

Two people were killed and six 
others were injured in a mishap 
late Monday night when he 
drove a sports car into a gro up of 
teenagers gathered on a dead- 
end road. Kimball and two pas- 
sengers in his automobile 
escaped serious injury, and the 
Former University of Michigan 
diver was released from the Hills- 
borough county jail on $10,000 
bond. 

Kimball,- 25, survived an 
automobile accident in 1981 and 
recovered from severe injuries to 
win a silver medal in platform 
diving at the 1984 Los Angeles 
Games. The 1988 Olympic div- 
ing trials will be Aug 17-21 in 
Indianapolis, and Kimball is one 
of the nation's lop performers in 
his event. 

Disqualify 

It wasn't known if Kimball 
still plans to compete in the trials, 
but the head of US Diving said 
there is nothing within the organ- 
isation's rules that would dis- 
qualify him. 

‘Tm saddened by the news 
and feel terrible for the families 
involved," Todd Smith, 
executive director of US Diving, 
said in a statement released in 
Indianapolis. “Regarding 
Bruce's situation as it applies to 
US Diving, the accident at this 
point has no effect on his 
eligibility for the Olympic trials. 

"The judicial process will have 
to run its course and depending 
on the outcome, US Diving will 
act accordingly,” Smith added. 
"As it stands now, Bruce has 
earned the right to compete." 


Olympic coins 

NEW YORK, Aug 3. (Reuter): 
While athletes will compete for 
gold medals at the upcoming 
1988 Seoul Olympics, fans can go 
for their own gold by buying 
commemorative coins issued to 
help pay for the events. 

Billed as the most exclusive 
souvenir of the Games, the gold 
and silver coins are for sale both 
to collectors and the general 
public.

SEOUL, South Korea, Aug 3, 
(AP): Athletes from such war- 
ring nations as Iran and Iraq will 
be housed as far apart as possible 
in the Olympic village, and each 
of the village’s 82 buildings will 
have its own separate security, 
officials said today. 

The buildings housing warring 
nations' athletes would have no 
special added security, they said, 
but no one would be admitted to 
any residential building without 
the permission of the leader of 
the team staying there. 

Facilities 

The whole village will be under 
tight guard, but athletes will be 
free lo mingle in its "inter- 
national zone." which houses the 
dining halL, shopping areas and 
recreational facilities, the 
officials said at a news briefing. 

Kira Bok-Hee, deputy director 
of the village, said national team 
locations within the residential 
area were assigned according to 
the nation’s continents, lan- 
guage. religion and cultural 


similarities. Within the build- 
ings. team leaders assign the 
rooms, he said. 

“We also took political aspects 
into consideration, but they did 
not play a big role because 
basically Lhe Olympics is not a 
political event,” Kim said. 

He added, however, that 
teams such as Iran’s and Iraq’s 
wrere being kept far apart in the 
village of 50 hectares ( 1 23 acres). 
It is expected to house about 
13,000 athletes and officials from 
1 6 1 nations for the biggest Olym- 
pics ever. 

Only six nations have not res- 
ponded to invitations to the 
Games: North Korea. Cuba, 
Ethiopia, Nicaragua, Albania 
and the Seychelles. Communist 
North Korea, an archrival of the 
South, has said it would boycott 
the Games unless it is made a co- 
host. 

Kim said rooms will be kept 
for the six nations that have not 
responded, in case they even- 
tually send teams to Seoul.

Bailey, also receiving his first 
Test call, has been included 
because of serious doubts about 
the fitness of England's most suc- 
cessful batsman Allan Lamb, 
who tore a calf muscle during the 
fourth Test. 

England have had to call up 
such a large number of players in 
an attempt to combat WesL 
Indies' Unrelenting fast bowling, 
the formula for ihei r success over 
the last decade and effectively 
used in ihe current series by Mar- 
shall and a new generation of 
Caribbean pacemen. 

Marshall has been both the 
spearhead and the inspiration to 
Richards's team, showing what 
an accomplished performer he 
has become with a mastery of 
swing and seam from a reduced 
run-up to complement his sheer 
speed. 

He has now taken 286 wickets 
in 57 Tests and could move to the 
threshold of 300 — a landmark 
reached by only eight other 
bowlers in cricket history — on a 
pitch aL the Oval that tends to 
have rather more pace than most 
in England. 

With an essentially ideal bai- 
ling surface in prospect, it is 
unlikely England will play only 
three specialist bowlers as in the 
fourth Test. 

Left-arm spinner John Childs, 
who was omitted from the fourth 
Test after making his debut in the 
previous match, looks a proba- 
ble inclusion as the only slow 


bowler in the squad, with fast- 
medium NeD Foster another cer- 
tainly. 

To complete the likely min- 
imum of four howlers, two 
pacemen will have to be chosen 
from Gladstone Small, Derek 
Pringle and Phillip Defreitas, 
who replaced Dilley. 

While England juggle with 
their battered resources in an 
attempt to produce a worthy 
blend. West Indies seem set to 
keep their winning nucleus in the 
light of Richards's comments 
after the 1 0-wicket win in the last 
Test at Old Trafford. 

“There will be no let-up,” said 
the West Indian captain, making 
clear his intentions to finish on a 
winning note at the Oval. 

Missed 

Richards can recall his vice- 
captain and senior opening bats- 
man, Gordon Gree nidge, who 
missed the fourth Test with a 
neck injury. Keith Arthurton, 
awarded his first cap at Old Traf- 
ford, may have to make way for 
Greenidge. 

West Indies' only concern is 
ihe fitness of wicket-keeper JefT 
Dujon, who injured an ankle 
while fielding as substitute 
against Essex at the weekend. 

He would be missed as much 
for his consistently elegant bat- 
ting — he averages 48.20 in the 
series — as his ability behind the 
stumps. The uncapped David 
Williams from Trinidad is 
reserve ‘keeper.’ 


Leonard and Lalonde to announce fight 


WASHINGTON. Aug 3, (AP): 
Sugar Ray Leonard and World 
Boxing Council light heav- 
yweight champion Don Lalonde 
are expected to announce 
tomorrow they will fight for 
Lalonde's title and the WBC’s 
new 168-pound super middl- 
eweight title. 

Both camps had earlier said 
negotiations were centring on a 
bout as early as November. 

“Unless there are some chan- 
ges, an annoucement of a fight is 
expected,” Lalonde’s manager, 
Dave Wolf, said last nighL Wolf 
would not release any details of 
the bout. 

Leonard’s attorney, Mike 
Trainer, remained in Los 
Angeles yesterday in final stages 
of contract negotiations with 
Norm Kaplan, Lalonde’s attor- 
ney, trainer's office said. 

Leonard, 32. a natural welter- 
weight who last fought in April 
1987 when he ended a three-year 
retirement and stunned 
Marvelous Marvin Hagler for 


the undisputed middleweight 
title, would be coming out of 
retirement a third time. 

Leonard, who has held the 
world welterweight, junior mid- 
dleweight and middleweight 
crowns, would simultaneously 
capture his fourth and fifth titles 
if he defeats Lalonde, a hard-hit- 
ting 28-year-old Canadian who is 
3 1 -2 with 26 knockouts. 

Lalonde also will risk his 
World Boxing Council light 
heavyweight title ( 1 75 pounds) as 
part of the agreement to fight for 
the WBC's newly formed 168- 
pound super middleweight div- 
ision, Wolf said last month. 

“I’ve considered fighting a 
number of people from welter- 
weights to lightheavy," Leonard 
said this week in an interview 
with a Washington television sta- 
tion. “As to say why 1 want lodo 
it, because 1 still can and I want 
to. I'm in a situation now to 
challenge the light heavyweight 
champion of the world, which 1 
never Lhought I could do. 


because 1 thought 1 was too 
small." 

On July 19, the WBC executive 
committee in Mexico City 
approved a possible fight bet- 
ween Leonard and Lalonde for 
the new weight class. Boxing's 
other two sanctioning bodies, the 
World Boxing Association and 
the International Boxing 
Federation, already have super 
middleweigh t divisions. 

Undisputed 

Leonard, 34-1, who won a 
gold medal for the United States 
m the 1976 Olympics in Mon- 
treal, has fought only twice since 
he initially retired from boxing in 
November 1982 as- undisputed 
world welterweight ( 147-pound) 
and junior middleweight (154- 
pound) champion. 

His first retirement came after 
undergoing surgery for a deta- 
ched retina in his left eye. Leon- 
ard fought in May 1984, but 
immediately retired again after 
an uninspired victory over 
unheralded Kevin Howard. He 


came out of retirement to fight 
Hagler, then retired again. 

Lalonde, from Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, captured the WBC 
light heavyweight crown last 
November and has defended it 
once. 

Bruce Trampler, matchmaker 
for Top Rank, Inc., which 
promoted the Leo nard- Hagler 
fight, said he expects this fight 
also to take place in Las Vegas, 
Nev. 

“it could be very big. It'll be 
considered a mega- bucks fight,” 
said Trampler, who said a 
promoter for the bout had not 
been chosen. “Ray Leonard has 
been the biggest box office figh- 
ter since Muhammad Ali. He's 
the single biggest box-office 
attraction in boxing in the last 15 
years.” 

The only boxer to gain titles in 
four weight classes is Thomas 
Hearns, who has held welter- 
weight, junior middleweight, 
middleweight and light heav- 
yweight titles. 


IOC to beef up anti-drug campaign us triumph 


BRUSSELS, Belgium. Aug 3, 
(AP): The head of the IOC 
medical commission faces a ren- 
ewed challenge at the Seoul 
Olympics: how to keep up with 
athletes who use increasingly 
sophisticated, hard-lo-detect 
drugs to cheat their way to the 
top. 

The challenge, said Prince 
Alexandre dc Merode, shows the 
need for a joint international 
effort to ban drugs from sports. 

Since De Merode look the job 
21 years ago. he said the use of 
banned substances has often 
stayed one step ahead of detec- 
tion. 

“Our long road is not yet at an 


end,” he said in an interview at 
his Brussels home. "Tomorrow 
there will be another drug 
problem, more complicated and 
probably involving some genetic 
manipulation." he said. 

Now. the International Olym- 
pic Committee plans to battle 
medical progress with improved 
organisation. 

Meetingon the eve of the Seoul 
Games, it hopes to approve 
uniform drug procedures and 
sanctions for all Olympic Games 
and other sporting events. 

A textbook case, he said, was 
Spain's Pedro Delgado, winner 
of the 1988 Tour de France, who 
used a drug-masking agent that 


is banned by the IOC but not the 
International Cycling Federa- 
tion whose rules apply to the 
race. 

Thediscrepancy in sanctions is 
an old controversy. It often dis- 
credits sports in general and 
leaves many athletes feeling dis- 
criminated. 

“Two types or sanctions for 
the same type of offense is unac- 
ceptable,” says De Merode. 

Together with UNESCO and 
individual sports federations, the 
IOC also hopes to enlist govern- 
ments in the fight against drugs 
in sports. A conference about 
this is due to take place in Mos- 
cow in November.

Norman’s participation 
in World Cup uncertain 


SYDNEY, Aug 3, (Reuter): 
Greg Norman's participation in 
December's World Cup of golf 
was thrown into question again 
today when the head of the Aus- 
tralian PGA warned that players 
might boycott the team tour- 
nament. 

PGA president Terry Gale ins- 
isted that the two-man Aus- 
tral ian team would be made up of 
Peter Senior and Roger 
MacKLay, first and second in the 
1987 Order of Merit, as origin- 
ally announced. 

Yesterday, the organisers of 
the invitation event ignored the 
PGA team, saying world number 
one Norman and Rodger Davis 
would play in the event from 
December 8-11 at Royal Mel- 
bourne. 

Gale said he believed players 
would back Lhe PGA decision 
and would make it difficult for 
the organisers to pick a team. 

“We can’t physically or legally 
stop them playing but I think 
they will back us on this,” he said. 


“1 don't think anyone will accept 
an invitation knowing they were 
dudding their mates." 

Norman was not picked by the 
PGA because he played only four 
tournaments last season, one less 
than the number required to 
qualify for the Order of Merit. 

World Cup promoter Tony 
Roosenburg said of the PGA: 
"They are not involved in pick- 
ing the team, they are irrelevant. 
We know he (Norman) wants to 
play and I am confident he will 
play.” 

Decision 

A spokesman for Norman's 
agents, the International Man- 
agement Group, said Norman 
hoped to make a decision next 
week. 

“The issue is still up in the air. 
Greg is concerned about the 
ramifications about not playing 
for Australia in bicentennial year 
against going against the wishes 
of the PGA," the spokesman told 
Reuters. “He does not want to 
make waves.” 


Taiwanese not allowed 
to compete in China 


TAIPEI, Aug 3. (UPI): The 
Chinese-Taipei Olympic Com- 
mittee today said a Taiwanese 
gymnastics team cannot com- 
pete on the China mainland, des- 
pite recent overtures by the 
government, until official policy 
is changed. 

The committee denied respon- 
sibility for blocking the Taiwan 
gymnastics team from compet- 
ing in Lhe Pan-Pacific Games to 
be held on the China mainland in 
December. 

Participate 

The gymnasts would have 
been the first Taiwanese athletes 
to participate in an international 
competition on the mainland. 

The ruling Nationalist Party 
endorsed a more liberal main- 
land policy during its 13th 
National Co ogress in J uly, which 
would allow both academic and 
athletic exchanges. 

The Army ofNationalist Party 


leader Chiang Kai-Shek fled the 
mainland in 1 949 and established 
its government in Taiwan. The 
party has never relinquished its 
claim to be legitimate govern- 
ment of all of Oiina. 

But in recent months relations 
between Taipei and ■Beijing have 
appeared to improve. 

On Friday, President Lee 
Teng-Hui called for the Further 
expansion of civilian contacts 
with the mainland. 

But an Olympic committee 
spokesperson said the govern- 
ment has not yet formulated a 
policy to govern the exchanges. 

“Of course we are willing, we 
are just waiting for the policy,” 
said Frederick Yun, acting 
depuLy secretary -genera I of the 
Olympic committee. 

Yun said the decision on 
whether the gymnasts could per- 
form on the mainland rests with 
Premier Yu Kuo-Hua.
